The Cardinal Persists in His Position’ 
and the Two Eminent Churchmen 
Have Sharp Words. 


Rome, May 7.—-The pope has e«ammoned 
Cardinal Hohenlohe to the vatican, cwing 
to his having toasted Premier Crispi on the 
occasion of a recent dinner at the residence 


of Baron Blane, minister of foretgn affairs. 


Caidinal Hohenlohe obeyed the summons 
and was immediately granted an audience 
with his holiness. The pope was brusque 
in his manner and reproached the cardinal 
with having offered a toast to Signor 
Crispi. Crdinal Hohenlohe retored that the 
triumph of the church was always desira- 
ble even with the assistance of Premier 
Crispi. - 

The pope replied that the church did not 
need Signor Crispi,-and asked the cardinal 
to make a statement effacing the gad im- 
pression which his toast to the Italian 
premier had created. 

Cardinal Hohenlohe refused to promise 


,that he would make such a statement and 


the audience ended with both his holiness 
and the cardinal in an angry stage of 
mind.

The Supreme Court Decides in Favor 
of the Fusionist. 

Raleigh, N. C., May 7.—(Special.)—This

TEXAS IS INSOLVENT. 


Not nan Cent in Its Treasury—Heavy 
Appropriations Drew It Out. 
Austin, Tex., May 7.—The state treasury 
when it closed last night was announced 
insolvent by Treasurer Wortham. The pas- 
sage of the general appropriation bill by 
the lezislature just closed made the state 
liable at once for $614,000. To pay this 
amount there was only $100.000. The bill 
became effective yesterday and warrants 
were drawr. and within six hours every 
cent of the $100,000 in the treasury was taken 
eut and there is now a shortage of $514,000. 
Treasurer Wortham says it will be next 
January before the state will be on a cash 

basis again.

LEWIS REDWINE IS SICK. 


He Has Had Several Hemorrhnges 
and Is in the Hospital. 
Columbus, O., May 7.-—(Special.)—Lewis 
Redwine, the Atlanta teller who is dojng 
a six years’ sentence in the Ohio peni- 
tentiary for embezzling $103.000 from the 
Gate City National bank, is confined to 
the hospital with lung trouble. During 
the past few months he has had severa? 
hemorrhages, but has stuck to his work, 

until today, when he was put to bed. 

Dr. Rowles, the prison physician, regards 
the case as Serious, but says that he {fs 
nov in such a condition that he prefers 
not to pass on how it will terminate. 
Deputy Warden Dawscn, when spoken to 
about it, said that he feared the worst. 
He says he has setn many prisoners from 
the south go down under similar circum- 
stances. The indications are that the 
northern winter was too much -for his 
constitution, which was far from vigorous 
when he was received at the prison. 

Colonel Tutner Hall, of Georgia. who 
is serving a life sentence for conspiracy, 
this afternoen hed an intorview with Red. 
wine, and at his request wrote a letter to 
the latter’s attorneys at Atlanta giving 
a history of Redwine’s condition.

ARE HELD BACK BY A FEW OFFICERS 


Many Strikers Are Hurt in the Fight 
but None Seriously. 


CHICAGO IN DANGER OF ANOTHER WAR 


Detachments of Police Are Stationed Over 
the City—The Wages the Same as 
Paid Last Yoar.

Chicago, Ill, May %.—Twelve 
dred men employed in the blast 
nace department of the Illinois Steel Com- 
pany mills, at South Chicago, quit Work 
this morning, Two furnaces are shut down 
as a result and the strikers expect that 
they have sympathizers enough to spread 
the disaffection to other departments. It 18 
likely that the four ether furnaces may be 
compelled to suspend, The strikers claim 
that not enough men are employed in the 
blast furnaces work to divide the labor 
fairly and that they are not rece:ving wages 
that will enable them to live, Two years 
ago. the men claim, they were being paid 
$2.10 a day for work that they now do in 
tweive hours for $1.60. Everything is quiet 
and orderly at the mills. 

R. Forsyth, second vice president of the 
Illinois Steel Company, said this afternoon 
that he believed that it would be necessary 
to shut down the plant at South Chicago 
tonight because of a lack of pig iron, which 
is the product of the furnaces on which ti.e 
men have stopped work. If the mills are 
shut down, 3,000 men will be thrown out of 
employment. 

Tonight 700 of the strikers attacked the 
gate to the company’s enclosure at Highty- 
sixth and Green Bay streé@ts, and in a 
Struggle with the police severa? were ine 
jured. The police, although greatly out- 
numbered, used their clubs to good pur- 
pose, and notwithstanding the onslaught of 
the infuriated men, they more than held 
their own, In a short time they had scat- 


tered the crowd. The police sent for rein- ! 
hour 100 officers , 


forcements and in half an 
were on the scene. Twenty-eight of the 
ringleaders, mostiy Bohemians and Poles, 
were placed under arrest. In both scrime- 
mages eight policemen and a number of 
strikers were hurt, but none seriously. A 
heavy guard was placed about the works 
of the steel company tonight and detach- 
ments of police piaced on duty in every 
portion of the town. No further trouble 
occurred up to midnight, 

The strikers have been employed by the 
company less than a month. Three weeks 
ago the wage schedule was reduced from 
$2.10 a2 day to $1.60, and the old men left. 
Their places were taken by an importation 
of Hungarians and Poles, who have meen 
operating the furnaces since the middle of 
April. They have been meeting recently 
and have decided that they were working 
too hard and too long for so little money. 


ASKED FOR THEIR PASSES. 


Miners Stopped by Soldiers While on 
Their Way to a Meeting. 
Bluefield, W.- Va., May 7.—The strikers 
got a taste of martial law this afternoon, 
A crowd of 200 Pocahontas miners were 


meeting at 2:30 o’clock p. m, by a detail 
of eleven of the Lynchburg Guards, under 
the ‘command of Lientenant Seabury. No 
resistance was offered. They were told they 
could not go by without a pass and Major 
Simon’s refused the pass. Lawless and his 
followers, who were expecting the crowd, 
are enraged because theye were not allow- 
ed to attend the meeting. Quite an excite= 
ment prevailed for an hour or two. 

The principal meeting of the day was 
between the two tunnels close to the state 
line, though safely on the West Virginia 
side, A summary of the day’s occurrence 
does not reveal any special advantage that 
either side has gained. 

The strikers held more meetings and 
added more names to their rolls of the 
United Mine Workers, The Elkhorn mines 
were silent, with absolutely nothing doing, 
many of them being boarded up to prevent 
ingress, 

The Pocahontas mines were in operation 
with substantially the same force as on the 
previous day. Mr. Browning gained about 
ten men, but only loaded five cars. 

The Southwest Company actually had a 
smaller force than on Monday, but all the 
machinery was manned and an output of 
about ‘twenty-three cars was _ reyvorted. 
There were only thirtv-one oicked men 
in the imines. Stens have, been taken t9 
put on new men and if they can be intro- 
duced without an outbreak a biz point will 
liave becn scored by the company. The 
miners are discussing the question and 
do net like the idea of having their places 
taken. There is general apprehension of 
trouble when the i-on-union men are 
brought in. The Southwest Company has 
advertised for men in various cities and 
cffers free transportation. The company 
has posted rotices stating that it will to- 
morrow morning pay off all thea men who 
do not return to their work. 

Refase To Return Without Advance. 

Sharon, Pa., May 7.—The furnace men of 
the Douglas & Mable iron furnaces have 
struck and refuse to return without an ad- 
dit‘onal advance in wages, The demand 1s 
for an advance of 10 cents per day for la- 
bor, 15 cents per day for turn work and 
15 cents per day for the keepers. The em- 
ployes of the Alice and Clain furnaces in 
Sharpville have also made a like demand, 
but have not yet stopped work. It is the 
presumption that every furnace in Sharon, 
Middlesex and Sharpviile will be banked 
this week. The manufacturers say they 
cannot possibly pay the demand of their 
men. It is also possible that the strike 
may again involve the furnaces in the en- 
tire Mahoning valley. 

A Strike at Joliet. 

Joliet, Tlls.. May 7.—Firemen, laborers ana 
greasers to the number of 300 employed at 
the Illinois Steel Company’s mills here 
struck yesterday for an advance in their 
wages from 25 to 50 per cent. The strike of 
these men made it impossible to continue 
running the mills and they were closed 
down at midnight, throwing 1,500 men out 
of employment.

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OLNEY FOR THE LAW 


The Attorney General Argues Upon the 
Question of Direct Taxation. 


ARE ONLY THE POOR TO BE TAXED? 


If Rents Are Exempt the Constitu- 
tion Is Weaker Than Dreamed. 


JOSEPH H. CHOATE MAKES REPLY 


Hels Inclined To Be Facetious, and Re- 
fers Sarcastically to the Attorney 
General’s Argument. 


Washington, May 7.--The second day’s 
proceedings of the reargument of the in- 
come tax cases began in the supreme court 
of the United States at noun today, in the 
presence of a greatly reduced audience of 
Spectators, lawyers as well as the public 
in general. Among the spectators who to- 
day altracted attention was Colonel William 
Jay one of the counsel for the opponents 
of the law, the grandson of Chief Justice 
Jay, who was a member of the court when 
the fifst decision of the court was made 
on the subject of direct taxes-—-the cele- 
brated Hylton case of i794—although he 
did not take part in the decision. 

Whitney Resumes. 

Assistant Attorney General Whitney re- 
sumed his argument in support of the con- 
Sstitutionality of the law under considera- 
tion. Mr. Whitney argued that there was 
no settled definition of the word duty in 
the jurisprudence ot this country and that 
the court was left to the definition given 
to the term in the decisious ig previous 
cases for guidance in determining its mean- 
ing. 

Recurring then to the term ‘‘direct taxes,”’ 
Mr. Whitney said that the research made 
by him had led Mim to conclude that until 
it had found a place in the American con- 
stitution it had never been Knuwn or recog- 
Proceeding to dis- 
cuss the decision of the court, Mr. Whitney 
said: 

“Great weight should be given to every 
principle clearly and deliberaiely laid down 
by the court, althotgh not necessarily in- 
volved in the decision. The doctrine of 
stare decisis should have its extremest 
extension in cases involving the funda- 
mental principles of taxation. The neces- 
sity for the application,of the doctrine was 
neyer greater than in.the present case. It 
weuld be a nationat’ disaster if congress 
could not, in times of sudden stress, rely 
implicitly, not Only on the precise ruling, 
but on the principles and definitiong de- 
liberately enunciated by this court.’’ 

Discussing the exemptions in the law to 
which exceptions have been taken by the 
parties to the litigation, Mr. Whitney called 
attention to the fact that they were not 
originally in the law, were not placed thera 
by its friends, but by its opponents. One 
was suggested by Senator Morrill, one by 
Senator Cullom, and another by Senator 
Hill, upon the grounds of public policy and 
philanthropy. It was argued that to tax 
incomes from savings Danks would tend to 
discourage the habits of thrift and ac- 
cumulation and in relieving some of the 
co-operative institutions of the tax others 
with great accumulations of money had 
escaped. Without going into these in detail, 
Mr. Whitney called the attention of the 
court to the land line decisions upholding 
the power of congress to make exemptions 
in general. 

In concluding, Mr. Whitney appealed 
te the justices to consider the whole cas, 
jucluding the question of tax on rents, as 
if it had never been before them, and if so 
doing they gave due weight to all the tacts 
and the law there was no doubt in his mind 
what the judgment of the court would be. 
Attorney General Olney’s Argument. 


Mr. Whitney finished at 2 o’clock and 
wis followed by Attorney General Olney, 
who closéd the case for the yovernment 
in support of the law. 

After recapitulating the arguments ad- 
vancec. on behalf of the United States at 
the former hearing, he again contended 
that, judged by the language of the law 
itself, it did not create a tax which was 
necessarily to be deemed a tax on real 
estate. 

The opinion of the court, 
with the case as if rents were 
subject of the income tax—as if all the 
rest of the statute were omitted and it 
simply provided for assessing land owners 
aceording to their rents: that it was not, 
he sukmitted, the true way of looking at 
the matter. But suppose it to be adopted, 
what follows? We then have a statute 
dealing with landlords as a class—taxing 
them because of their vocation of landlord 
and measuring the tax by rents actually 
recejved. Such a tax was perfectly legiti- 
mate and perfectly fair. There was not 
a calling or pursuit in life which was not 
subiect to it at the will of the legislature. 

What is legally and theoretically possi- 
ble is one thing—what is actually and prac- 
tically possible is quite another. How does 
this new doctrine that personalty generally 
together with all incomes must be taxed 
by the rule of apportionment—how does 
this new doctrine work in practice, and 
what is its operation as between individual 
taxpayers? Why, it is conceded on all 
hands that it will cause the most startling 
inequalities, making one man in one part 
of the union pay five, six or ten times as 
much as another man pays in another part 
of the union in respect of the same amount 
of property. In conclusion, Mr. Olney 
said: 

“It is impossible, therefore, I submit, 
to suffer ourselves to be beguiled with the 
flattering unction that under this new con- 
stitutional coctrine the federal government 
does not sustain serious impairment in 
one of the most important attributes 
of sovereignty. Theoretically, its 
taxing power may be unaffected. Practical- 
ly it is cut up by the roots as to a very 
large share of the wealth of the country, 
as to all income and as to the great mass 
of all personal property. Such aeresult. if 
it must be, will, I firmly believe, when 
fully comprehended by the American peo- 
ple, be universally deprecated as a great 
public calamity. They have come to take 
pride in the United States as.a representa- 
tive of an individual nationality, as a po- 
litical sovereign equal in authority to any 
other on the face of the globe, adequate to 
all emergencies foreign or domestic, and 
having at its command for offense and de- 
fense and for all governmental purposes 
all the resources of the nation, It will be an 
unwelcome awakening for them to discov- 
er that this thing of their faith and their 
pride is but a maimed and cripped creation 
after all, invested with but a fraction of the 
most important of governmental powers 
and weakest exactly where its strength 
should be’ the greatest, Nor will it lessen 
or mitigate their surprise to learn that a 
constitution, which has long been lauded 
to the skies as the culmination and crown- 
ing glory of a people's taxation war, is 
now found to t* so contrived that, while 
accumulated wealth shirks and escapes its 
due share of the public burdens under 
cover of its provisions, the less fortunate 
members of society whom the government '

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reaches through what they eat and drink 
and wear and all other things they must 
have and must buy, are without constl- 
tutignal protection and in the matter of 
taxation are practically at the mercy of 
conditions.” 

Chief Justice Fuller questioned the attor- 
ney general as to his opinion on when 
rents were taxable and he answered that 
it was after they had been received and 
were in his actual possession, Continuing 
on that suggestion, the attorney general 
said: 

“It is intimated that logically speaking, 
if a tax on real estate is a direct tax, so is 
a tax on personal property; and that if a 
tax on renta is a tax on real estate, s0 ‘8 
a tax on interest and dividends a tax on 
the capital proaucing it, That theological 
process is without flaw 1 am willing to 
admit, anu concede turther that if the step 
already apparently taken is- not retraced, 
the remaining steps are not unlikely soon- 
er or later to foliqw. But 1 am not prepared 
to agree that the resuit, if fully accome- 
plished, will be matter for congratulation, 
or anything but a misfortune or a disaster.” 

Mr. Choate Begins His Address. 

The attorney general spoke briefly, o¢cu- 
pying less than an hour vy several min- 
utes, and at 3:55 o’clock was promptly fol- 
lowed: Oy Mr, Joseph H. Choate, in the 
opening of the closing address, His first 
sentences were aimost dramatic in the 
force and appositions. 

“But if it may please the court,’’ he said, 
‘we are in a court of law and in the court 
of the constitution. We are not masquer- 
ading betore a quizzical historical society, 
as the assistant attorney general seemed to 
assume in his address, nor are we m @ 
political asociation, where his chief might 
nightly bé pleading to an amendment to

Mr. Choate said that the reason v.hy the 
whole country was anxiously awaiting the

tion denied in the future. ‘shat wés the 
question which the people wanted to rave 
answered, 

Mr. Choate spoke only half an heur, when 
the court adjourned, in that brief time he 
reviewed some of the propositions advanced 
by the attorney genera] in a salf-humorous, 
hali-sarcastic Way that seemed to vzstly 
amuse his hearers, especially the lawyers. 
The more serious part of his argument was 
directed against tne dogma of the sacred- 
ness of precedents. 


GRESHAM DECLINED TO INTERFERE 
In the Case of Bowler, Sentenced for 
Treason. 

San Francisco, Cal,, May 7,—The steam- 
ship Gaelic, which arrived last evening, 
brings the following advices from Honolulu, 
Apr.l 30th: Minister Hatch last week re- 
ceived through United States Minister Wil- 
lis a communication of importance from 
Secretary of State Gresham, in which he 
declined to interfere in the case of John 
A, Bowler, who is now serving a sentence 
of five years’ imprisonment for misprision 
of treason. a crime for which he claimed 
that the military commission Rad no right 
to try him. Bowler frad taken an unquali- 


‘fied oattr of allegiance to Kalakaua. Secre- 


tary Gresham holds that he thereupon lost 
his American citizenship and forfeited all 
Claim tothe protection of the American 
government. 

The cases of Seward, Gulick and Mar- 
shall, who are American citizens, are unlike 
Bowler’s, in that the crime for which they 
were convicted was treason. Seward and 
Marshall had not taken any oath of alle- 
giance. However, it is scarcely contended 
that a military commission cannot act 
upon a case of treason. It is known that the 
royalists have for some weeks past been in- 
dulging very sanguine hopes of the early 
deliverance of all the political prisoners. 
They -confidently expected the interference 
of England and America upon the ground 
that the military commission which tried 
their cases was an unconstitutional one and 
an illegal court. Letters have recently been 
seen, telling the prisoners that their speedy 
release was certain and even going so far 
as to say that the*monarchy would shortly 


be restored under Kaiulani, by British in- | 


terference. However ill-founded, there is no 
doubt that the royalists have been indulg- 
ing extravagantly in hopes of this sort. 

The effect of this has been a sudden suse- 
pension during the past fortnight of the 
previous active movement among them in 
favor of annexation, by which they hope to 
displace the Dole government, No solid 
foundation for these renewed royalist 
hopes is known to exist, Neither Thurston 
nor the cabinet has lent any countenance 
to such a theory, Tne present attitude of 
Mr. Gresham and the apparent agreement 
therewith of the British commissioner seem 
to indicate a let-alone policy. 

A fortnight ago very lively rumors were 
afloat about expected uprisings of royalists 
on that island. Some alarm was created 
there and some arms were sent up from 
here to the sheriff. It was found that the 
rumors were traceable to a prominent Eng- 
lishman, of Mauie., It is believed that 
most of the late royalist reaction among 
the natives .can be traced to the exertions 
of the Britishers, especially of the Anglican 
Bishop Willis. 


CROWD IN THE REICHSTAG 


To Witness the Proceedings on the 
Arti-Socialist Bill. 

Berlin, May 7.—The many outdoor at- 
tractions afforded by the beautiful weather 
were not sufficient to prevent an enormous 
crowd from filling the strangers’ gallery 
of the reichstag today. The session open- 
ed with the consideration of minor matters’ 
and many members remained in the 
restaurant until the ringing of the electric 
bells summoned them to the chamber to 
foran:' a quorum for the consideration of 
the question of the second reading of the 
anti-socialist bill. 

The galleries and lobbies were scenes of 
some excitement, but the house was quiet. 
It was not expected that there would be 
any extraordinary public interest in the 
second reading stage of the bill, as it con- 
sists merely of the offering of a string of 
amendments to existing paragraphs. Gen- 
eral debate, therefore, is not allowed and 
these amendments would be debated at 
the third reading. Interest in this stage 
of the measure was confined to the vot- 
ing and incidents connected with the 
paragraphs themselves, but even these 
will not affect the final fate of the bill, 
though they may cause temporarily some 
strange tactical alliances upon the word- 
ing of the amendments. Public interest 
in the bill will begin after the house has 
decided which paragraphs shall remain. 
Then the parties will rally for the con- 
test. 

Today’s session opened without any dra- 
matic incident. The president called upon 
Dr. von Buchka, conservative, to read a 
long printed report of the committee. The 
socialists were unusually quiet and reti- 
cent, in accordance with their expectation 
that the liberal parties would do their 
work. The second reading stage of the bill 
will probably last a fortnight. 

Owing to the length of time consumed by 
minor business, consideration of the anti- 
socialist bill was only begun and today’s

Yokohama, May 7.—Yielding to the pre- 
Sentations of the powers, Japan has uncon- 
ditionally abandoned her claim to the 
Liao-Tung Peninsula. 

It is reported heré that in consideration 
of her abandonment of all claims to Liao- 
Tung Japan will receive an additional in- 
demnity of £10,000,000. 

Russia’s military preparations in the east 
have been suspended by wired orders from 
St. Petersburg. Russia is evidently glad to 
escape from her particularly awkward po- 
sition. : 

All the Chinese and Japanese peace en- 
voys have arrived at Che-Foo, where the 
ratifications of the treaty of peace are to 
be exchanged. A score of foreign warships 
are now at Che-Foo. 

Well Paid for It. 

Paris, May 7.—The European edition of 
The New York Herald tomorrow will con- 
tain the following dispatch from Tokio un- 
der date of today: : 

“Japan, on the exchange of ratifications 


tomorrow, will agree to surrender Port Ar-’* 


thur and part of Liao-Tung to China in 
consideration of the payment of 100,000,000 
taels. Japan may also annex to Corea that 
part of Manchuria which is left to her. It 
is believed that this perfectly satisfies Rus= 
sia and ensures peace.” 

China Returns Thanks. 


London, May 7.—The Standard tomorrow 
will print the following from its Berlin 
ccrrespondent: 

“There is reason to believe that Japan 
will not hold any position on the Chinese 
mainland pending the payment of the war 
indemnity, but will rest satisfied with the 
support of the powers. It is rumored that 
the Chinese indemnity loan will be issued 
at 102, with interest at 6 per cent. The 
emperor of China intends to send a spe- 
cial mission to the czar, Emperor William 
and President Faure to convey his thanks 
for their intervention tn the peace negotia- 
tions.’’ 

Japan’s Course Approved.

He Will Speak Here in the Interest of 
the. Memphis Convention. 


THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE DECLINED 


He Wrote a Lotter Which Was Answered, 
Telling Him That He Could Speak 
Under Other Auspicos. 


Mr. Thomas G. Boggs will arrive in At- 
lanta Saturday. 

Mr. Boggs is making a tour of the gulf 
and southern states in the interest of the 
Memphis convention, which will be called 
May 23d. It is his desire to have as large 
an attendance as possible when the ses- 
sion of the goldbug conference is called 
and for that purpcese he is delivering ad- 
Mresses throughout all the southern cities 
and securing the appointment of delegates 
who will meet in Memphis. It is the plan 
of Mr. Boggs to secure the co-operation 
of the Chamber of Commerce in those 
cities where his addresses are delivered. 

His address’in Atlanta will not be given 
under the auspices of the Chamber of 
Commerce. This was decided upon some 
days ago when a letter was received from 
this disciple of the gold standard asking 
that arrangements be made for his recep- 
tion and the proper delegates appointed 
in order that everything might be in shape 
at the time of his arrival. 

This letter was carefully perused and 
considered. It was the opinion of the of- 
ficers of the Chamber of Commerce, how- 
éver, that there were reasons for Mr. Boggs 
not appearing in their hall, and a reply 
was dictated to him informing him that 
his letter had been turned over to the rep- 
resentatives of the goldbug element, who 
wculd arrange for his reception. 

“Yes, we received the letter from Mr. 
Boegs,’’ said President Stewart Woodson 
yesterday. ‘“‘He stated that he wished to 
speak to us and asked that dd@egates be 
appointed. 

“Of course, our membership is divided 
on this money question, but we did not 
think it right for us to receive Mr. Bogys 
and a courteous letter was written to that 
effect. In the meantime we turned his 
con'munication ower to those whom we 
knew to be advocates of his line of argu- 
ment.” . 

President Woodson says that Mr. Boggs 
will be in Atlanta next Saturday. 

What Mr. Boggs Thinks. 

When the convention at Memphis was 
decided upon Mr. Boggs, who is the gen- 
eral agent for the Tennessee and Arkansas 
Union Trust Company, of Chicago, de- 
termined to go Out on the lecture platform 
for the purpose of arousing enthusiasm. 
He has been in Montgomery, Birmingham, 
Pensacola, Jacksonville, Savannah and 
Charieston. He will be in Macon on Fri- 
day, where he will speak in the chamber 
of commerce. 

Mr. Boggs was in Savannah Monday 
night. He spoke of the coming conven- 
tion. 

“This convention will be a noted one,” 
he said. “The discussion will be broad 
and opem. The convention alone, how- 
ever, will decide what it will do. The idea 
of those at the head of the movement in 
favor of sound money, taken in a broad 
Sense, is that those who favor sound 
money are opposed to the free, indepen- 
dent and unlimited coinage’of silver. For 
the purpose of controverting the ideas of 
those who favor the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver it will be seen that it is 
almost essential at this time-en account of 
the widespread circulation of silver litera- 
ture that something be done to é@ducate 
the people. This is one of the principal 
objects of the convention. 
“This convention,” -he continued, Ywili 
be the first gun in the presidential cam- 
paign. The question of sound or debased 
money will be an important issue and. per- 
haps the only important issue. That be- 
ing the case, this convention was sug- 
gested by the congressman from our dis- 
trict, Hon. Josiah Patterson, and business 


‘men from all over the United States have 


favored it and will be there. Mr. Patter- 
son has gone out west in its interests and 
I am taking in the gulf and south At- 
lantic states in order to see the leading 
business men of the cities to bring about 
a creditable representation at Memphis.”’ 
Last night Mr. Boggs spoke in Charles- 
ton. He goes from there to Augusta, 
thence to Macon and then to Atlanta. 


TESTING THE NEW LAW. 


Charged with Bringing Lottery Tick- 
ets Inte the Country. 

New Orleans, La., May 7.—The first steps 
in the case to test the new Hoar law passed 
by the last congress to prevent the impor- 
tation of lottery tickets into this country 
and their disposition on American soil, 
through express companies or other means 
of transportation, was begun today when a 
lottery agent, William P. Parkhurst, was 
arraigned on an indictment of the federal 
grand jury, The accused was charged with 
having imported tickets of the Honduras 
lottery company, successor of the Louisiana 
lottery, and to have borne them on his per- 
son on a Louisville and Nashville railroad 
train between the states of Florida and 
Georgia from New Orleans, for the purpose 
of disposing of them, The accused was ar- 
rested today, and when arraigned in court 
counsel filed a demurrer, in which District 
Attorney Earhart joined. It is probable that 
demurrer will be overruled and that the 
accused will decline to furnish bail. There- 
upon he will be constructively committed 
to prison and a writ of habeas corpus to 
the United States supreme court taken out, 
as was done in the case of United States 
vs. Dupre. 

Judge Thomas J. Semmes, of Louisiana, 
James C. Carter, of New Orleans, and other 
prominent attorneys, are understood to have 
been retained to appear in the case before 
the United States supreme court. 


Tybe Island Property Sold. 

Savannah, Ga., May 7.—(Special.)—The 
Cottage Club on Tybee island was sold at 
public outcry today and bought in for the 
bondholders for $3,100, subject to a lien 
for the purchase money on the land of 
$1,800. The property was bonded for about 
$18,000, besides which it owed the Oglethorpe 
Saving and Trust Company about $4,000. It 
is likely that it will be opened this season 
to the public.

Washington, May 7.—The United States 
cruiser Ranger left Buena Ventura May 
2d, under cable orders, to proceed with 
all possible dispatch to Esmeralda, for the 
protection of American citizens and prop- 
erty endangered by the revolution which 
has commenced in Ecuador. The state de- 
partment was in possession of advices of 
this revolt at least ten days ago, but the 
facts have been until today successfully 
Suppressed from the public. 

The naval authorities frankly Say, how- 
ever, that on the request of the state dee 
partment urgent instructions have been 
sent to Commander Watson, of the Ranger, 
then at Buena Ventura, fifty 
miles from Guayaquil. c, hoe 
man, the new American minister. to 
Ecaudor, left Washington .April 10th, for his 
post at Quito, the capital, and should be in 
Guayaquil by this time. The journey from 
the port to the capital is accomplished only 
by primitive vehicles and usually takes 
three weeks, The province of Canar and 
Los Rios, where the rebels are strongest, 
are between Quito and Guayaquil, and it 
is not likely Minister Tillman has been able 
to leave the coast,

Macon, Ga., May 7.—(Special.)}—On the 
day that the sale of the Georgia Southern 
and Florida railroad was confirmed by 
the court, it became Known to a few that 
the firm of Gustin, Guerry & Hail would 
be retained as ccunsel for the reorganized 
company. This firm was counsel for the 
road before it went into the hands of a 
receiver and has been counsel for the re- 
ceiver since the first hour of his appoint- 
ment. What effect the sad and unexpect- 
ed death of Judge Gustin, the senior mem- 
ber of the firm, will have is not Known. 
It is strange, indeed, that Judge Gustin 
should have been the attorney of the road 
so long and given to it his able and faith- 
tul services during the troublous years 
of its financial embarrassments and then 


died just at the dawning of its new life, 
as it was emerging from the clouds of de- 
pression into the sunshine of hope and 
prosperity. It is thought that Messrs. 
Dupont Gierry and Joseph Hall will con- 
tinue the partnership and be counsel for 
the new company. It is not known whether 
they will take in a partner to fill Judge 
Gustin’s place or not. The name of Hon. 
L. C. Bartlett has been suggested by 
some as a possibility in this connection. 
This, however, is a mere surmise or sug- 
gestion without the basis of reality so far 
as yet ascertained. 
Large Sale of Property. —

On October 6, 18%, Mr. W. F. Lindsey 
bought a ticket via the Central road from 
Macon to Forsyth. When the train was a 
few miles from Macon the conductor asked 
him for his ticket. He searched his vest 
pocket, but could not find it, having placed 
it in his coat pocket. The conductor made 
him get off the car while the train was 
going at a high rate of speed, and night 
was about at hand. He fell and severely 
injured his hip and had to walk twenty 
miles to Forsyth. While on the platform 
of the car, he says, he offered to pay his 
fare in cash, but the conductor would not 
receive it, and told him to hurry and get 
off the train, as he did not wish to be both- 
ered with him.

the corporate ‘limits of Powder Springs. 
The 275 acres in this body of land was 
knocked off to the plaintiff in fi. fa., the 
Equitable Mortgage Company, for $2,000. 

The sensation of the day that attracted 
a large crowd and much interest was the 
sale under mortgage foreclosure in favor of 
Mr. Campbell Wallace, Jr., of all the prop- 
erty and property rights of the Marietta 
Hiectric Light Company. When this was 
offered for sale Mr. Wallace startéd it at 
$1,000. A large, portly, fine-looking man 
whom nobody knew began to bid against 
him. In this way the property was soon 
run up to $5,350 and in the stranger’s fa- 
vor. Mr. Wallace suddenly quit bidding, 
the stranger looked excited and it was 
knocked off to him at this bid. He re- 
fused to give his name and on being ques- 
tioned said he was buying for some syn- 
dicate. He made an appointment to meet 
the parties at 2 o’clock and pay the money, 
and then walking straight to the livery 
Stable hired as*onveyance to take him to 
Dallas, Paulding county, Georgia. His ac- 
tion and disappearance greatly aroused the 
curiosity and wonder of the people as to 
his motives. The property was again put 
up and sold at his risk this afternoon and 
Mr. James T. Anderson was the purchaser 
at $4,500. He stated that he had formed no 
definite plans about the plant, but that it 
would still continue to run and furnish 
lights to the city as usual. The company 
was capitalized at $29,000 of which $15.000 
had been actually paid in. By the sale the 
debts will be wiped out and the stockholders 
realize about 10 cents on the dollar of the 
shares they hold. 
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NO ONE ELECTED. 


The Effort To Fill the’ City Clerk's 
Place Did Not Succeed. 

Athens, Ga., May 7.—(Special.)—The city 
council had a rather Lively session yester- 
day afternoon in which two interesting iné 
cidents occurred. 

Some weeks ago a negro, 
was shot and killed by Special Police 
Officers Lyle and Eurpee. Foster was in 
the act of breaking open a meat car stand- 
ing on the tracks in the Northeastern 
yard. 

Yesterday afternoon 
chairman of the police committee, had 
some remarks to make concerning this 
action and the question rose as to dismiss- 
ing the special officers.

CROPS DESTROYED BY WIND AND: RAIN 


The Farmers of the County Are Disturbed 
Over the Fence Question— Water Is

Rome, Ga.,, May 7.—(Special.)—There 
seems to be a meteorological fatality about 
Cave Spring some way. It has only been 
a few years since that beautiful and pic- 
turesque town was almost wiped out of ex- 
istence by a cyclone.

Ridge Valley district lines were so chang- 
ed yesterday that the district now runs up 
to the very gates of Rome, and there are 
numerous petitions on the same line laid 
over for next meeting. Many complica- 
tions of the impounding laws are brought 
up and the only solution seems to be a 
general stock law for the entire county. 

Rome’s Waterloo. 

The water question is exciting more in- 
terest than the liquor question in Rome just 
now.

Ten Brave Boys Went from Clarke County 
to the War. 


GENERAL LEE'S LETTER TO THE MOTHER 


The Country Could Not/SpareaSingle Mar. 
Other Instances of Brothers 
in the War. 


Athens, Ga. May 7.—(Special,—A tew 
days ago The Constitution published a let- 
ter which Chancellor Boggs received from 
Professor Charles S. Venable, of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, asking that inquiry be 
made for the name of the lady who wrote 
General Lee from Clarke county asking 
that one of her ten sons be allowed to come 
home and make a crop for her husband and 
herself, Professor Venable desires to pre- 
serve this name as an instance of the fideli- 
ty of southern womanhood to the cause of 
the confederacy, 

The letter has adready found answer 
through Miss Anna Gean, a granddaughter 
of this old lady, who furnished the follow- 


ing bit of family history: 

Mr, James E. Bore and his wife, Mildred 
Bone, lived in 1860 in Clarke county, There 
had been born to them twenty-three chil- 
dren, sixteen of whom had lived to man- 
hood and womanhood—ten sons and six 
daughters. 

When the war broke out the brave and 
loyal mother buckled-on the swords of her 
ten sons and sent them all out to jight for 
Dixie. ‘These sons were Hardeman, Jona- 
than, James, Sanders, George, Clark, Jo- 
seph, William, Matthew and Willis, They 
were all in the Army ot Northern Vir- 
ginia and fought through the war, Clark 
was wounded and afterwards died from 
the effects of his wounds. George died of 
smallpox during the war. Four sons now 
survive—Hardeman Bone, of rorsyth; Wil- 
lis Bone, of Kentucky; William Bone, of 
Harmony Grove, and James Bone, of Bar- 
nett Shoals, 

Qn April 7, 1863, being hard pressed for 
the necessities of life, Mre. Bone wrote 
General Lee a letter asking that ene of 
her sons be sent home to make a crop. To 
this letter General Lee replied, ‘The fol- 
lowing is a copy of the reply, taken from 
the original, now in possession of Miss Dor- 
cas Kone, of this city, a sister of the ten 
brothers: 

“Headquarters -Aimy of Neichern Vir- 
ginia, April 18, 1863.—Mrs. Muidred Bone, 
Atnens, Ga,—-DLear Madame: Your ‘letter of 
tne 7th insiant asking the discharge on fur- 
lough otf one of your sons has been iecelv- 
ed, You have set a noble example in devot- 
ing your ten sons to the service of the 
country and in encouraging them to de- 
fend thir homes, We need every good sol- 
dier we have in the army. if we allowed 
al] to return who are needed at hqme we 
should soon have no coOultry and no nomes. 
I sympatnize with you in your anxieties 
and privations, but i trust your kind neigh- 
burs in the patriotic state of Georgia will 
not permit you to want while-your brave 
sons are uoing their duty inanfuily against 
the enemy. 41 am very respecttully your 
obedient servant, 

a eR General.” 

This letter of General is preserved 
as a priceless legacy of tne days that are 
gone, 

This letter of inquiry has developed other 
facts of interest on the same line. Wiley 
Thornton and his wife, Harriet H. Thorn- 
ton, sent from Clarke county to the army 
of Northern Virginia three sons and to 
the Army of the West seven sons, making 
ten in all. The three who went to Virginia 
were Wiley A. Thornton, stil) living in Ath- 
ens; Atlas M. Thornton, and Benjamin F. 
Thornton, ‘The seven brotners who went to 
the Army of the West were Judson, Gur- 
land P., Macon L,, David H., Malton H.. Ma- 
rion ©. and Cincinnatus F. Thornton. 

There were twelve I:lder brother: Ten 
of them went to the war in the Clarke Ri- 
fles and two in the Johnson Guards. These 
were Andrew § J.,, David M., David 8., 
Doctor E., Joshua T., Dawson J., W. Jo- 
seph,, Joseph C., E, G., W. M., W. A. and 
J. H. Elder. Two of these soldiers were 
killed and several wounded. 

Seven Bradberry brothers went out from 
Clarke county to fight for Dixie. They 
were C. C, Bradberry, P. W. Bradberry, 
John M. Bradberry, Joseph E. Bradberry, 
J. V. Bradberry and J. W. Bradberry. The 
first four of these were killed during the 
war. It is said that the bullet that killed 
Jolin M. bradberry passea through his hip 
and wounded his brother J. V. Bradberry. 

There were six Hemrick brothers from 
Clarke county in the war, three of them in 
the command of Major W. §S. Grady, fath- 
er of Henry W. Grady. ‘These were Henry 
Hemrick, David Hemrick, William Hem- 
rick, Charles Hemrick, Aleck Hemrick and 
Levi J. Hemrick, Messrs. David and Levi 
Hemrick still live in Clarke county. 

It is to be doubted whether any county in 
the conferedate states furnished more sol- 
diers from as few families as these in- 
stances record. 

It amply demonstrates beyond peradven- 
ture the situation that confronted the south, 
when every availabde man was sent to 
the front to fight for the rights of his 
country,

A Valuable Document Read Bel/ore the As- 
sociation—New Offic-rs Bilected. 
Enthusiasm intbe Association. 


The meeting of the Confederate Veter- 
ans at Decatur yesterday was one of the 
largest and most enthusiastic meetings 
ever held in DeKalb county. 

Judge Hal C. Jones, the president, called 
the meeting to order. General Clement 
A. Evans being present, responded to the 
call of his comrades in a stirring speech. 

Officers LKlected, 

The annual election of officers resulted 
as tollows: 

President, Hon. Hal C, Jones; vice presi- 
dents: kK, H. Guess, Decatur; J. W. Me- 
Curdy, Stone Mountain; W. J. Williams, 
Liinonia; VW.

cers) the greatest pleasure to bear testimo 
ny to the care you have exercised to de- 
prive our imprisonment of as many as pee 
sible of its unpleasant parts, and in a 
respects to render our situation as com- 
fortable as was in your power, and W e feel 
that whatever enjoyment we have recets ed 
while under your charge has been v¥ holly 
owing to yoursclves, During our incarcer- 
ation as many privileges as were consist- 
ent with our safe-keeping have been allow- 
ed us by you and those who constituted 
our guard. Whilst occupying the peculiar 
relations toward you that we have during 
the past two months you have exhibited the 
traits of a true soldier in being just and 
considerate to those placed in your yFower, 
and the recollections of all the marliness 
and courtesy shown us by you and the Reb- 
el Guard will constitute pleasant momeuts 
in our future lives, 

“In parting with you, gentlemen, we give 
you our hearty thanks for vour kincness 
and attention and our sincere w'shes for 
your individual prosperity ard happiness.

Atlanta had a day of real estate work

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A Word of Hope. 


The New York World makes some 
comments on parts of Mr. Cleveland’s 
letter to the governor of Mississippi. 
These comments are significaut of the 
attitude the adherents of Shylockism 
who still pretend to be democrats. 

Mr. Cleveland in his letter refers to 
party disintegration. Ile has seen 
large chunks of it in operation right be- 
fore his eyes, and speaks by the card. 
But The New York World seizes the cue 
and talks of the determination of the 
free coinage democrats to split the party. 
The able editor goes on to utter a hypo- 
critical moan. over the disruption that 
is taking place in the party. 

Taking the editor at his word, will he 
kindly point to one single symptom of 
disintegration in the democratic party 
at this time? The eastern Shylocks, 
aided by Clevelandism, have made a 
most desperate attempt to wreck and de- 
stroy the democratic party, and at one 
time they had nearly succeeded. The 
great democratic majority in Georgia 
was cut down in 1894 from 80,000 to 
about 25,000, not because the democrats 
of this state had changed their convic- 
tions or deserted their principles, but be- 
cause they were humiliated and disgust- 
ed to see a president and an administra- 
tion elected by their votes turn away 
from the pledges of the party and pro- 
ceed to carry out the programme of the 
eastern Shylocks. The only method 
which the common people had of show- 
ing their disgust or of resenting the deep 
disgrace that had been put on their party 
by Clevelandism was to remain away 
from the polls or vote with some other 
organization. Some took one course, 
some took the other, but all were im- 
pelled by the resentment they felt that 
an administration from which they 
hoped so much should have entered into 
active partnership with Shylockism. 

There were signs of disintegration 
then, and some very threatening ones.

The rush to the west bids fair to be 
equaled in the next few years by the 
great movement of population south- 
ward. 


When The Chicago Tribune a_ few | 


days ago published an article describing 
southern conditions and detailing the 
progress of colonization in this region 
the chairman of the Merchants and Man- 
ufacturers’ Association of Council Bluffs, 
Ia., wrote to the editor protesting 

against the publication of such matter 
on the ground that it would injure the 
west. In reply the Chicago paper stated 
that it had simply given the news, with- 
out advising the western farmers.in the 
matter. “If our farmers think that they 
ean do bettter by going south,” says 
The Tribune, “they will unquestionably 
do so.” 

It is gratifying to see the active in- 
terest of the railroads in this movement. 
Last week the passenger agents of sev- 
eral lines met in Chicago and organized 
a committee to encourage the migra- 
tion which has already set in from the 
north to the south, and they expect to 
have many thousand settlers located in 
this section by this fall. The railroad 
managers are waking up to the fact that 
more population means more business 
and more money for their lines. They 
know what immigration did for the 
West and they anticipate what it will 
do for the south. The railroads with 
their literature and cheap rates and 
other devices built up the west, and 
they are now getting ready to give us 
the benefit of the same policy. 

Close observers of the situation pre- 
dict the largest interstate movement of 
population that has occurred since the 
exodus westward from 1840 to 1850, and 
it will come to the best advertised and 
most inviting southern localities, 

What Might | Have Been. 

Editor Henry Watterson seems to have 
stirred up an interesting controversy 
over his recent statement that at the 
Hampton Roads conference President 
Lincoln presented a sheet of paper to 
Vice President Stephens, saying: “Write 
the word ‘union’ on the one side, and 
what you please on the other,” a state- 
ment which, it is said, Mr. Lineoln based 
upon the proposal held in his band to 
appropriate $400,000,000 as compensa- 
tion for the slaves, 

In reply to this Hon. John Temple 
Graves, in last Sunday’s Constitution, 
endeavored to show that Mr. Lincoln 
made no such proposition in the confer- 
ence, and he quotes from Messrs. Ste- 
phens, Reagan, Hunter and Campbell 
to sustain him in the issue thus made. 

The Philadelphia Times takes the mat- 
ter up and declares that both Mr. Wat- 
terson and Mr. Graves are in error. The 
Times says: 


Mr, Lincoln made no such proposition at 
the Hampten roads conference and this 
Statement is made upon Mr. Lincoln’s own 
authority as given to the writer hereof, 
He made no such proposition because of Mr. 
Stephens’s frank announcement at the open- 
ing of the conference that he could not en- 


tertain any proposition that did not em- 
brace the perpetuity of the confederacy, 
It’. was this fact, and this alone, that 
made President Lincoln and Secretary Sew- 
ard offer no terms or conditions whatever 
for the termination of the war, and it was 
for that reason, and that alone, that he 
made no proposition for the payment of 
$400,000,0000 to the south to emancipate the 
slaves. 

As early as August, 1864, Mr. Lincoln ex- 
hibited to the editor of this journal a writ- 
ten proposition to pay $400,000,000 to the 
south as compensation for slaves if the 
war could be ended and the union fully 
restored on that basis. He did not make 
it public because it would have defeated his 
re-election and probably defeated the full 
fruition of the cause fur which so much 
sacrifice had been given. He would gladly 
have made the proposition to the southern 
commissioners at Hampton Roads had op- 
portunity been given him to do so, but 
when the commissioners were instructed 
against entertaining any basis of peace but 
the acknowledgment of the confederacy, the 
president of the union had no terms to 
offer. 

The student of history will find further 
light thrown upon the matter by Cap- 
tain E. P. Howell’s letter to Mr. Wat- 
terson in another column. It seems that 
Mr. Stephens, shortly after he was in- 
augurated governor, gave Captain How- 
ell substantially the same account that 
Mr. Watterson gives of the Hampton 
Roads conference, with the exception of 
the $400,000,000 proposition. In regard 
to this Mr, Stephens said that if the 
commissioners had been empowered to 
negotiate a settlement, with the union 
as a basis, “the south would have been 
paid for its slaves, and we could have 
gotten any just and reasonable recogni- 
tion from Mr. Lincoln.” 

The statements made by Mr. Stephens 
really sustain the apparently contradic- 
tory statements of Messrs. Watterson, 
Graves and McClure. Had the way 
been open Mr. Lincoln would no doubt 
have communicated his proposition to 
pay for the slaves to the commissioners, 
but when ‘he found that they were in- 
structed to accept no terms short of the 
recognition of confederate independence 
there was nothing for him to say beyond 
the expression of his regrets. The 
statements made by Mr. Lincoln to Col- 
onel McClure and Mr, Stephens to Cap- 
tain Howell make it plain that Mr. 
Graves is right in point of fact and that 
Mr. Watterson is also right in crediting 
Mr. -Lincoln with the willingness to 
make the offer mentioned. It is impos- 
sible to glance at the evidence now pre- 
sented without coming to the conclusion 
that the south missed a great opportu- 
nity at the Hampton Roads conference. 


~Mr. Watterson and the Money Devil. 


Occasionally Editor Watterson ven- 
tures to write a few limes for The Cou- 
rier-Journal, but his utterances lack the 
ring they used to have. They are off- 
color and subdued. 

In a recent issue Editor Watterson ad- 
mits that he voted in 1876 for the free 
coinage bill that was then introduced 
in the house. He says that he would 
vote for a free coinage bill today if he 
thought “it would do what its advocates 
claim that it would do.” He does not 
think so, and in this he has certairey 
changed his opinion, the change heing 
the result of fuller knowledge and larger 
experience.

said of experience, which must be the 
result of facts that have been tested. 
This being the case, we ask Mr. Wat- 
terson in all sincerity where he got his 
fuller knowledge and larger experience. 
We have not had free coinage, nor any- 
thing like it, nor anything that could be 
mistaken for it. What, then, has oe- 
curred to induce Mr. Watterson to make 
so broad and sweeping a statement in 
his paper? 

We do not object to the fact that The

of eastern cut and gone a-clicketing after 
Clevelandism, but we do object to such 
a man as Henry Watterson placing him- 
self in a position that is not only weak, 
but indefensible. We have not had free 
coinage since 1873, and, therefore, Mr. 
Watterson has no means of knowing 
and has had no opportunity to learn by 
experience whether free coinage would 
do what is claimed for it by the people 
who favor it. 

We gather from Mr. Watterson’s 
further remarks on the subject that he 
knew nothing about the matter anyhow. 
ITe was for free coinage because Senator 
Beck was. For he says, with some de- 
gree of pride, the source of which we 
are unable to fathom, that not since the 
death of Senator Beck has a word ap- 
peared in The Courier-Journal in favor 
of the free coinage of silver. Mr. Wat- 
terson could not have placed his convic- 
tions at the disposal of a nobler or a 
purer man, and he will live to regret the 
day when he transferred them to the 
keeping of Shylock, the “money devil.” 


Room for a Few More. 

It is a common thing these days to 
hear men of ability and experience say 
that monopoly has crushed out competi- 
tion in every occupation, and that we 
are suffering from an overproduction of 
everything. 

This is by no means true. Take, for 
instance, two occupations, those of an 
author and a book agent—eallings which 
ure supposed to be overcrowded—and 
it can be proved that even in these un- 
promising fields there is room for the 
right men and a rich reward for their 
labors. 

Only two years ago Mr. W. H. Harvey 
Was a poor man editing a little weekly 
in Chicago, and hardly able to make 
both ends meet. wA southerner and an 
ex-confederate, it was a difficult matter 
for him to make his way without capital 
and intluence. One day he gave to the 
world a little book called “Coin’s Finan- 
cial School,” and it made his fortune. 
His profits now range from ~ $750 to 
$1,000 a day and he is overwhelmed 
With business. Hlow is it that he has 
made money out of a financial book 
When thousands of such books in the 
past have not paid the cost of publica- 
tion? Simply because he is the right 
man in the right place. He wrote the 
book that was needed just when it was 
most wanted and did his work better 
than any of his competitors. 

Now, take the book agent’s business. 
Thousands of agents are barely making 
a living, and yet we know of a man 
who recently went into a well worked 
field with a first-class book and his prof- 
its now average $500 a week. He se- 
lected the right book, and he is theright 
man to handle it. 

If superior men can take up these ap- 
parently exhausted lines of business 
and succeed so well it is reasonable to 
assume that in every other field of bu- 
man enterprise there is room for the 
right men. The thing for our ambitious 
young men to do is to select some line 
of work and become experts in it. Then 
they will leave the common herd behind 
them and win the golden prizes. 

tut men should try to get into trades 
and professions for which they are spe- 
cially fitted. Round pegs in square 
holes and square pegs in round holes 
will never become masters of the situa- 
tion. In a word, they will not fit their 
environment. 

In the near future, and right here in 
the south, there will be the most daz- 
zZling money-making opportunities ever 
known. But they will not be for drones 
and incompetent workers. They will be 
utilized by the men who ean. think, 
write, talk and work better than their 
competitors, and such men, with no cap- 
ital beyond their brains and hands, will 
in the coming generations, as in the 
past, leap to the front. It is all non- 
sense to say that in this country there 
is no longer any room for talent and 
enterprise and no business opportunities 
for anybody’ except monopolists and 
capitalists, — 
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A Strange Story. 

During the past twenty years frequent 
references have been nade in these col- 
umns to the marvelous story of Peter 
S. Ney, the famous teacher in North Car- 
olina, who died in 1847, leaving his 
reighbors firmly convinced that he was 
Marshal Ney. 

The matter is now made more promi- 
nent by the publication of the Rev. 
James A. Weston’s book on the subject, 
in which many facts are brought for- 
ward to prove that Ney was nof execu- 
ted after Waterloo, but that he made his 
escape to this country. Editor Kings- 
bury, of The Wilmington Messenger, is 
a well-read student of history and a man 
of tine judgment, and we cannot fail to 
be impressed by his belief in the North 
Carolina Ney. Ex-Judge Barringer, 
Chief Justice Pearson and Judge Archi- 
buld Murphey knew the teacher, Peter 
Stuart Ney, and they were satisfied that 
he was the marshal. Editor Kingsbury 
pronounces Weston’s book as interesting 
as any of the best novels of Scott, Hugo 
and Dumas. After reading it he is more 
than ever convinced that Peter Stuart 
Ney was the great marshal who was 
called by Napoleon “the bravest of the 
brave.” He declares that the evidence 
produced by Mr. Weston is full, com- 
plete and overwhelming, and has dissi- 
pated the last of his lingering doubts. 

When hundreds of seysible and well- 
informed North Carolinians talk in. fhis 
fashion we naturally feel disposed to 
give the story respectful and serious 
consideration. Yet there are many 
things in the way. When and where 
did Napoleon’s blunt soldier acquire the 
education that made him a great school 
teacher?

Department Commander Thayer, of 
the Grand Army of the Republic. in Mas- 
sachusetts, protested the other day 
against the approaching dedication of a 
monument to the confederate dead in 
Chicago, and said that such a ceremony 
would be “blasphemy.” 

Much to Thayer's astonishment, his 
deliverance has fallen flat in Chicago. 
The First infantry of that city will turn 
out in force at the dedication of the 
monument, and both officers and men 
are enthusiastic over the occasion, Some 
of the most distinguished living union 
generals will be.present and the entire 
city seems disposed to join in this mag- 
nificent tribute to the soldiers of the con- 
federacy. 

This is just what might have been ex- 
pected. The extremists of the two sec- 
tions are in a very small minority now, 
and the Americans of today make no 
distinction between the wearers of the 
blue and the gray. They honor valor 
and patriotism wherever they find those 
virtues, and they recognize the fact that 
the soldiers of the two armies were 
equally honest and equally loyal to their 
ideas of duty. 

We are glad to see this confederate 
monument rise in Chicago, and we hope 
to see the south return the compliment 
in the proper way. There sheuld be 
statues of Lincoln and of Grant and Lee 
at Appomattox, which should be con- 
verted into a national park, and some 
day we will see in the very center of 
Atlanta a stately monument commemo- 
‘ating the siege and bearing eloquent 
testimony to the heroism of the follow- 
ers Of Sherman, Johnston and Hood. 
When men are brave and true enough 
to die for what they believe to be the 
right the color of their uniforms should 
not be considered.

The records of the government 
offices show that the gold miners in Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina and Georgia have 
turned in fcr minting between $49,000,000 and 
$50,000,000. This does not take into account 
the free gold and nuggets which have 
found their way into money through banks 
and in indirect ways. Up to the time of 
the discovery of pay dirt in the mill race 
at Sutter’s dam in California the bulk of 
the gold mined or washed in the United 
States had come from the Piedmont region 
between the Potomac and northern Georgia, 
when the rush to the Pacific slope was at 
its height and the whole country was at 
fever excitement over the almost fabulous 
stories. If Mr. Edison has got what he 
thinks he has—a method which will ex- 
tract cheaply and profitably the gold in 
refractory ores, notably the sulphurets-— 
he, ard not congress or international con- 
ference, is going to solve the money ques- 
tion. The gold which has been sJuiced out 
of gravel and ground out of quartz is of 
small value compared to that which is 
locked up in-these puzzling conditions, Pro- 
fessor Overman was one of the earliest in- 
vestigators of the gold belt in the Piedmont 
region of Virginia and the Carolinas. He 
advanced a theory which subsequent devel- 
opments have sustained. “It may be as- 
serted as a fact,’’ said Professor Overman, 
“that all native sulphurets, particularly 
the sulphurets of iron, contain gold. As 
sulphurets cannot possibly penetrate any 
rock but from below, we may naturally 


‘ conclude that the heaviest body of such a 


kind of ore must necessarily lie deep in 
the earth. This conclusion is supported 
and confirmed by practice, for all pyritous 
ores have invariably been found to improve 
in quality and quantity with depth. This 
circumstance speaks very favorably for 
the gold formation of the southern states. 
We have here a depth of gold ores of un- 
paralleled extent, immense width and uh- 
doubtedly reaching to the primitive rock, 
which on an average cannot be less than 
2,000 feet deep. Here is a mass of precious 
metals inclosed in a rock, which cannot be 
exhausted for ages, and in this respect the 
| region in question—Virginia and North Car- 
olina—is the most important of all known 
_dameaits. California not excepted.”

Old Georgia Newspapers. 

The Calhoun Times has discovered an 
interesting file of old Georgia newspapers. 
The oldest of these is a copy of The Valley 
Register, published at Calhoun, February 
27, 1861, by A, L. Sheppard & Co. The 
number mentioned savors strongly of the 
turbulent times. On the front page ap- 
pears the inaugural address of Jefferson 
Davis, and on the other pages appears 
an account of the departure of Captain 
Walker, who, it is stated, “has carried 
away a company of volunteers among 
whom are seventeen voung men from Cal- 
houn.,.” There is also a farewell article 
from David G. Wylie, who announces that 
he has enlisted in the regular army and 
will go at once into service. There are 
several articles of a political nature and 
the tone of all of them is in keeping with 
the bitterness of that time. The next 
paper is The Confederate Flag, published 
a little over a year later. It bears date 
March 12, 1862, and Scott & White. are the 
publishers. By this time the war had 
become a fearful reality. There are ac- 
counts of the yankees at Cumberland Gap. 
Gunboats are on the Tennesseé and the 
federals have penetrated to Tuscumbia, 
Alabama. In this issue also appears the 
“Whisky Proclamation”’ of Governor 
Joseph E.. Brown, It is a very strong 
document. He states that “the whisky 
manufacture has become fearful in the 
state’ and commands its stoppage, and 
urges the conversion of the still metal 
into cannon for the defense of the state.

THE HAMPTON ROADS CONFERENCE. 


More Light Thrown on the Subject. 
What Alexander Stephens Said. 

The following communication from Cap- 
tain Evan P, Howell to Hon. Henry “Wat- 
terson explains itself: 

“Atlanta, Ga., May 6, 1895.—Mr. Henry 
Watterson, The Courier-Journal, Louisville, 
Ky.—My Dear Sir: I have read with consid- 
erable interest the letter of Hon. John Tem- 
ple Graves, which we published in yester- 
day’s Constitution, a copy of which I send 
you by this mail, In that communication 
appears a letter from Mion. John T. Reagan, 
and you will observe that some remarks 
of yours in reference to the Hampton Roads 
conference are made the subject of criti- 
cism by both Messrs. Graves and Reagan, 
Statements made by yourself in reference 
to that conference being contradicted. Mr. 
Graves ig a most interesting writer and @ 
delightful gentleman, He bases his commu- 
nication very largely upon Mr, Reagan's 
letter and upon such information as 18 
presented in published history. While I do 
not desire to take issue with these gentle- 
men as to what they think and the reasons 
they assign for the statements made being 
improbable, it is due that I snould com- 
municate to you the details of a conversa- 
tion I had with Hon, Alexander H. 5Ste- 
phens on the subject now under discus- 
sion—the effort to terminate the civil war 
by an agreement involving the abolition of 
Slavery and payment to the slave-holders 
for their slave property. 

“Soon after Mr. Stephens was inaugu- 
rated governor of Georgia, in the year 1582, 
he spent a day at my residence at West 
End, in this city. 

“After dinner, while talking over various 
matters connected with the war, I asked 
if he ever had any hope that the 
Hampton Roads conference would result 
differently from the way it did, 

“‘T had great hope,’ he said, ‘when the 
question was first agitated about the confer- 
I was always in favor of settling the 
and 


ence. 
war and preventing further bioodshed, 
when the conference was suggested by Mr, 
Blair and others, 1 took a very active part 
in pushing it. There was very bitter oppo- 
sition to it on the part of the friends of 
President Davis in the conference congress, 
but finally it was authorized and commis- 
sioners were selected to aitend the confer- 
ence. Much to my regret these commiis- 
sioners were given specific instructions, 
which prevented them negotiating tor 
peace on any other basis than that which 
guaranteed the independence and autonomy 
of the confederate states. I had several 
talks with President Davis in which 1 
urged him to give the commissioners full 
power to negotiate a peace settlement with- 
out restrictions, suggesting the wisdom of 
not hampering the commission with any 
instructions and to permit it as wide range 
as possible, reserving the right, if deemed 
wise, to reject or approve whatever it 
might do in the way of recommending a 
basis for settlement, Prestdent Davis did 
not give us any encouragement on that 
line; on the other hand the day that we 
left we were given specific instructions and 
were pointedly informed that no settlement 
could be considered that did not recognize 
the independence of the confederate govern- 
ment. This disheartened me very much, for 
I knew it would be a stumbiing block m 
our way and so told my associates. In fact, 
I made up my mind that the conference 
would be fruitless and told my friends that 
I would decline the appointment. They pre- 
vailed upon me to make the effort, and 1 
consented solely on the ground that it was 
my duty to do everything possible to bring 
an end to the strife, but I had no hope of 
a successful termination of the conference, 
Mr. Lincoln and his associates were On 
board a steamer when we arrived at Hamp- 
ton Roads. He was very cordial in his 
greeting and created quite a laugh at my 
expense, I had on a very heavy overcoat 
and a large comforter wrapped around my 
neck. As I cammenced to unfold mysell, 
taking off first the woolen comforter and 
then the overcoat, Mr. Lincoln turned to 
his friends and said with a smile: “Now, 
gentlemen, you see what a large amouat 
of ‘shuck’ Mr. Stephens has—just wait a 
minute and you will be surprised to tnd 
what a small ‘nubbin’ he is.’”’ 

“‘After we had returned to the saloon 
of the steamer,’ continued Mr, Stephens, 
‘Mr. Lincoln was very talkative and pleas- 
ant with all of the commissioners. He 
seemed to be in a splendid humor and was 
in excellent spirits. After a while I joined 
him and wé went apart from the others 
and sat down at a small table where there 
was writing material, This was before any 
formal discussion had commenced. He 
broached the subject of the conference and 
expressed special pleasure at the fact that 
I was one of the commissioners. He said 
to me with great earnestness: “I believe 
you and I can settle this matter, I know 
you and you know me. I have confidence in 
your integrity and I believe you have in 
mine. I do not think you would ask me to 
do anything improper and I would not re- 
quire your consent to anything which I be- 
lieved unjust,”’ Picking up a piece of paper 
and pushing it toward me, he said: ‘I will 
write one word at the top of this sheet of 
paper and that word w: se ‘union’ and 
with that as a basis, youNgay write out 
the terms of settlement and on that I will 
use all my influence to have congress settle 
as we agree.” 

“‘T then told him what our instructions 
were from President Davis, and when I did 
a cloud came over his face, his chin drop- 
ped to his breast and for several minutes 
he did not say a word. After a pause he 
raised out of his seat and said to me with 
hands uplifted: ‘Then I am not responsible 
for any further bloodshed, I had hoped the 
war would end with this conference, but 
it is imposs‘ble to make any settlement with 
the instructions by which you are bound. 
I trust you will consider confidential what 
has occurred between us.” 

“‘Tf we had been empowered to nego- 
tiate a settlement with the preservation of 
the union as a basis, the south would have 
been paid for its slaves and we would have 
gotten any just and reasonable recognition 
at the hands of Mr, Lincoln, Of course our 
instructions binding us to recognize only 
the independence of the south prevented 
our accomplishing anything, for at the 
threshold of Mr. Lincoln’s desire for peace 
was his determination that it must be based 
upon union,’ 

“These are the words as near as I can 
remember which Mr. Stephens spoke at my 
residence. With the exception of my family 
the only person present was the late Mark 
A. Johnston, an intimate friend of Mr. Ste- 
phens’s since boyhood and’ a neighbor of 
mine, whom I had invited over to take din- 
ner with us. 

“T asked Mr. Stephens at that time to 
permit me to publish the conversation, but 
he expressed his preference to have noth- 
ing said about it, as the conference was a 
matter of unwritten history and he did not 
feel even then authorized to make it pub- 


lic. Since, however, the matter has come 


up for newspape r discussion, I think it but 


"ou ot the most important characters in 


that noted conference.

Editor Constitution: In the Sunday morn- 
ing issue of The Constitution appears a 
notice headed ‘‘More Room Needed—The 
Phenomenal Growth of the Boulevard 
Methodist Church.” In this article it is 
stated ‘“‘this little church began as a Sun- 
dav school in 1883. It proved to be a flour- 
ishing Sunday school from the start and 
during the fall of the same vear, on ac- 
count of the strong Methodist sentiment 
in the neighborhood, a church was organiz- 
ed by Rev. W. A. Dodge, a lot was pur- 
chased and in a few months a neat wooden 
building was-erected.’’ 

Now. the correction I wish to make its 
this: The church organization spoken of 
was not organized in the fall of 1833, but in 
the spring, The lot upon which the church 
stands was purchased before anv church 
organization was effected, a rough taber= 
nacle was erected on the lot early in 1883, 
and in this the congregation met during 
that year until midwinter drove us out, 
when we suspended until the next spring. 
It was not as easy to buy lots and build 
churches then with a few members as it is 
now, yet, we frequently had five or six 
hundred worshipers in our tabernacle on 
the saw dust. and many were the conver- 
sions of those who have since been shining 
lights. The congregation got ‘into the base- 
ment of the present church in April, 1884, 
and into the present auditorium in } 839. 
So you see, there were struggles between 
the porch and the altar, but these look 
easy to those coming after the struggles 
are over.

After the governor had spoken Dr. J. D. 
Turner, president of the Atlanta ex posi- 
tion cotton mills, who has been chairman 
of the local committee or organization 
Was called to the .chair as temporary 
chairman and the convention proceeded 
With the work that was before it with 
dispatch and businesslike determination. 

Mr. t. ii. Martin, editor of Dixie, the 
Industrial journal of the south, who has 
been foremost in the work of organizing 
the association, Was made secretary, and 
committees on constitution and 
tions were appointed by the chairman. 
In this way the convention was organized 
for the work of shaping plans for the or. 
€an:zation of a permanent state associa. 
tion of manufacturers, and after making 
out a complete roll of those present the 
work was entered upon with enthusiasm. 
The chief feature of the morning was 
the speech by Governor Atkinson in call- 
ing the convention to order. It was grati. 
fying to the manufacturers, who are the 
men that move the wheel of commerce of 
the state, to hear the governor -speak so 
enthusiastically for the upbduilding of their 
Particular line of work. 

The Governor's Speech. 
Governor Atkinson addressed the 
6a manufacturers as follows:

“It will not be expected of y 
you confine your deliberations to the aote 
purpose which justifies this call. We will 
expect you, if you desire to do so, to go 
further and take hold of questions which 
affect the manufacturing interests of 
Georgia in a broader sense. This meet- 
ing is an important one. It ig the first 
time within my knowledge that all of the 
Manufacturers of Georgia ever attempted 
to. have one general convention. It is cer. 
tainly the first time the state authorities 
ever thought it of sucn great importance 
as to be justified in issuing a call for a 
meeting of this character. You are to deal 
today with those questions which will 
affect the srowth of our state; those ques- 
tions which each individual of this 
association must urge in carrying forward 
the material interest of our state: to deal 
with those questions which are practical 
and those questions from which we know 
some g00d must come. The people who 
fret away their lives expecting riches and 
prosperity to come to them as a sole re. 
sult of purely political, theoretical queés- 
tions, wili remain in poverty, while those 
people who are practical and who take 
hold of the questions of the day will ad- 
vance in civilization, inerease their pro- 
ducts, their greatness and their weatth. 
We are too prone in this country to ex- 
clude manufacturers from the creators of 
wealth. Men forget for a moment that 
they who are engaged in agricultural pur- 
suits are not the only creators of wealth. 
Those who take the crude products and con- 
vert them into articles of use or of beau- 
ty are alike creators of wealth. He who 
takes sugar worth 5 cents a pound and 
manufactures it into a product worth 40 
cents a pound is a creator of wealth to 
thut extent. He who takes cotton worth 
6 cents a pound and manufactures it into 
a product worth §& cents per pound is also 
a creator of wealth, and so on this reason- 
ing may go on that line. The manufac- 
turers and creators of wealth are the men 
who take these crude materials and con- 
vent them into articles of beauty and 
vonyenrence. 

“We often hear it said that our people 
are poor and we must create riches by 
diversifying our crops, but we forget that 
the greatest factor to enable us to do that 
comes from the manufacturing interest. 
Because when we multiply your factories 
you multiply mouths that must be fed and 
mouths that create a home market for 
those interests. 

“Why.is it today that iand is worth more 
In ten miles of Atlanta than it is ten miles 
of the site of my own home town? It its 
because that here is 4 market for every- 
thing that our land wil) producc, and when 
you have planted factories all over Geor- 
gia; when you have put mouths to be fed 
nm every hamlet in Georgia, you create 
there a demand for diversified property, 
which will enable our farmers to raise and 
turn intO market and convert into money 
everything that the soil of Georgia will 
jel and that includes almost cvery- 

‘ eers.) 

“More than that, we necd skilled labor 
to produce the articles which will demand 
money in the markets. and with the in- 
' grease of skilled labor comes the flow of 
_yapital. Did you ever think that the hands 
_ m@hich are employed in the cotton fields to- 
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gia $ a day that flows from h 
and helps all industries and 

This, my countrymen, is 

at the broad fleld that. is opened Oo us. 
How are we to improve Our opportunities, 
how are we to achieve for Oborsi«. this 
future greatness which we know oan be 
achieved if the proper means are only 
used? It camnot be done by our remaining 
quiet here and saying to owside capital: 
‘Come here and invest for us; come here 
and develop our resources: come to Geor- 
gia and erect our enterprises.’ That is

not the way. The way is to organize a 
spirit of enterprise in Georgia and have 
others to do what the enterprising and 
brainy men are now trying to do; let them 
put their capital and brain into these 
enterprises and demonstrate to the world 
they are paying and then they will come 
witnout invitation. It is but the old story 
of the farmer and the quail when he came 
out and said he would callin his neigh- 
bors and cut his wheat. The old quail 
wasn't uneasy, but when he said he would 
cut it himself the quail moved. So in 
Georgia the way to convince the world 
that manufacturing pays here, the way 
to induce them to come and bring their 
skill, their enterprise, their brains and 
their money is to lea Georgians undo their 
oWn money and with their own brains and 
their own genius demonstrate to the world 
that here is not only resources, here is 
not only material wealth, but here is a 
brainy people worthy of their association 
and their respect. (Cheers.) 

“At the expense of perhaps being con- 
Sidered a little too partial to my own im- 
mediate surroundings, let me call your at- 
tention to what they have done in the 
little county of Coweta. Twenty years ago 
we had scarcely anything invested in 
manufacturing enterprises; we did not sit 
still and keep our money invested in other 
things and send committees to the north 
to tell them what they could do if they 
would come down here and what we would 
offer them. Our people put their hands 
into their pockets, built enterprises until 
today the annual output of the factories 
in Coweta county is more than $50,000 and 
no man ever lost a dollar on a joint stock 
enterprise yet. (Cheers.) 

“But, my friends, I have already said 
more than I thought I would say. I want 
to say just one thing further—voices, ‘Go 
on’)—move forward in this work, not solely 
in a spirit of selfishness, but in a spirit 
of generosity; let us not only desire to 
build up ourselves, but build up our state 
and make our ~~ more prosperous and 
more happy. The best thing, then, in my 
judgment, that can be done to accom- 
plish this is for every man engaged in 
manufacturing in Georgia to see that his 
enterprise is honestly managed and that it 
is a business success. The next best thing 
is for every factory in Georgia, of what- 
ever class or character, to unite in one 
close, stryns, fraternal effort to show to 
the wortu under one roof at the Cotton 
States and International exposition what 
the last thirty years 
in building her factories and her weaitn. 
(Cheers.) 

‘Nothing can be done, my countrymen, 
without effort, and mighty little can be 
done without money. Now if you deter- 
mine to accomplish this purpose; if you see 
as I see the good that will come to the 
state from it; if you can see as I see how 
such an exhibition would cause the heart 
of every Georgian to quiver with pride; 
if you can see this and appreciate it as 
I do, I ask you today to unite and make a 
strong and determined effort to carry this 
movement to a suecess and make this 
exposition memorable from the fact that 
we have astonished the world by showing 
the world that Georgia not only pos- 
sesses resources, but she possesses progress 
and nossesses manufactories to an extent 
that ‘will astonish those outside who know 
nothing of us except what they could learn 
from outside sources. 

“T trust you are entering into this with 
determination and with zeal. If So, you 
will succeed. Beyond this you can discuss 
those questions which, in your judgment, 
will promote the business which you are 
engaged in and advance the interest of 
our common. state. I will now entertain 
a nomination for temporary chairman. 

A Vote of Thanks. 

When Governor Atkinson had finished 
speaking, having been frequently inter- 
rupted by outbursts of genuine and ap- 
preciative applause, ex-Governor Bullock 
arose and expressed the sentiments of 
every one present in praising the words 
of encouragement that had come from the 
chief executive of the state and moved 
that a vote of thinks be given the gov. 
rnor. 

“The motion was carried and the conven- 
tion expressed the gratitude of every mem- 
ber by a rising vote of thanks. 

Major Hanson's Resolution. 


Major J. F. Hanson, president of -the 
Bibb cotton mills, at Macon, sent the fol- 
lowing-resolution to the secretary’s desk, 
which was unanimously adopted, looking 
to the formation of a state manufacturer’s 
association and outlining a plan by which 
the same could be done most feasibly: 

“Whereas. The promotion and success of 
manufacturing are essential to the material 
progress of the state, and believing that 
these interests can be best advanced by

the organized cc-operation of the manu- 
facturers themselves; therefore, be it 

‘‘Resolved, By the manufacturers of 
Georgia, in convention assembled, this 7th 
day of May, 1895, That a state association 
of manufacturers be organized, and that, 
to this end, the chairman of this conven- 
tion be authorized to appoint two commit- 
teés of five members each; one a commit- 
tee on resolutions, the other a committee 
on constitution; the committee on resolu- 
tions to receive and formulate series of 
resolutions looking to the organization of 
such an association and declaring its gen- 
erai policy and purposes; the committee 
on constitution to prepare a constitution 
for the government of the proposed as- 
sociation.” 

The Committees Appointed. 

In accordance with the stipulations of 
Major Hanson’s resolution, the chairman 
of the convention made the following ap- 
pointments of committees to take up the 
work or organizing:

teen minutes, a recess being taken for 
them to get together and survey the work 
they had in hand. 

They reported that they were ready to 
receive suggestions from the members of 
the convention as to plans for perfecting 
the organization and waited for resolu- 
tions. 

There was no lack of resolutions and 
motions and general talks about the need 
of such. an organization. 

Mr. Isaac Boyd, of Atlanta, introduced 
a resolution to be referred to the commit- 
tee on resolutions providing for the publi- 
cation of a complete list of the: manufac- 
turers of the state, giving the products 
of their respective industries, the names 
of buyers and recommending to the buyers 
to patronize those industries in the state 
so far as may be practicable. This resolu- 
tion was received with applause. 

Major Hanson, of Macon, made a five 
minutes’ speech, in which he predicted 
great benefits from the movement to or- 
ganize the manufacturing interests of 
Georgia. He said the governor had hit 
the keynote of material prosperity in his 
utterances and praised the broad-minded 
sentiments expressed by so high authority. 

He urged that the state could do noth- 
ing better than train the young minds of 
her sons in manual labor and scientific 
manipulations of the industrial arts. He 
predicted that when this is done Georgia 
will vie with any state in the union as a 
manufacturing state. 

Exemption from Taxation. 

Mr. W. W. Williamson, representing the 
Savannah Industrial Association, spoke 
for a change in the state constitution so 
as to allow cities to exempt from taxation 
industries whenever desirable, introducing 
the following resolutions: 

‘“‘Whereas, The manufacturing and in- 
dustrial interests of this state should be 
encouraged and stimulated, so that manu- 
factories may increase in number, in va- 
riety and in volume of business, and so 
that capital may be induced to invest in 
the same, and, 

‘“‘Whereas, The present mode of taxation 
in Georgia forces banks to charge high in- 
terest, which is detrimental to the pros-

perity of the people of this state. It is 

‘‘Resolved, 1. That an amendment of the 
constitution of Georgia is needed, so as to 
five to municipal.corporations the power 
to exempt from municipal taxation fac- 
tories and manufacturing establishments 
for such periods of time as- such muni- 
cipalities respectively may determine upon 
In each case. 

“2. That an amendment of the constitu- 
tion of Georgia is needed, so as to give to 
municipal corporations a discretion in the 
matter of municipal taxation, so that they 
will not be obliged to tax real and per- 
sonal property alike. 

“3. That it is obvious that such amend- 
ments could not affect state and county 
taxes, but would give to each city and 
town in the state powers as to local muni- 
cipal taxation, which would tend to the 
increase of taxable property in the state 
and to the lowering of the rates of in- 
terest. 

‘4. That these amendments are recom- 
mended to the people of this. state; that 
copies of these resolutions be sent to the 
governor, the president of the senate, the 
speaker of the house of representatives, 
and the newspapers of the state are earn- 
estly requested to publish the same. 

‘“‘A committee of this body will be ap- 
pointed to confer with committees from 
the various cities and towns in Georgia 
to aid in getting said amendments 
adopted.” 

The resolution was referred to the com- 
mittee on resolutions. 

Speeches from Northern Men. 


It was ascertained that there were a 
number of northern manufacturers in the 
convention hall and they were introduced 
to the manufacturers by the chairman. 

Mr. Stephen Green, of Boston, made a 
speech, in which he said that he was glad 
to meet so many of the manufacturers of 
Georgia in a body. He said that. he 
chanced to be in the south on business 
and had come to the convention out of the 
interest he'felt in the movement. He had 
been instrumental in establishing in the 
south a good many plants, and he was 
still engaged in that business. He thought 
he would soon bring to the south several 
plants which will do credit to any city in 
the United States, locating them in Geor- 
‘gia and-South Carolina. 

Professor Robbins, of the manual train- 
ing school at Frankfort, Ky., was called 
on and spoke in favor of training schools 
or schools of technology. 

Mr. J. W. Drape, of Pittsburg, who has 
recently come to the south to live and 
who has brought with him several plante 
and colonies, establishing one of them at 
LaGrange and looking to the _ establish- 
ment of another near Atlanta, made an 
enthusiastic speech felicitating upon the 
auspiciousness of the occasion. He said 
Georgia could be made the Pennsylvania of 
the south by having her resources de- 
veloped and believed this movement would 
do much toward the upbuilding of the 
state by upbuilding the industrial in. 
terests. :

The Manufacturers Had a Lively Ses- 
sion and Much Work. 


The afternoon session of the manufact- 
urers’ convention was called to order at 
4 o’clock and the members went at once 
to work. | 

The roll which had been made out in 
the morning session was called, showing 
that every leading industry in the state 
was represented at the meeting. 

The afternoon session was marked by 
two interesting discussions—one concerning 
the resolution endorsing the Nicaraguan 
canal scheme and the other a proposition 
to have an exhibit by the newly-formed 
manufacturers’ association at the Cotton 
States and International exposition, 

The Nicaraguan canal question was raised 
in the general resolutions reported by the 
committee on resolutions, of which Major 
Hanson, of Macon, was chairman. The 
committee reported a resolution approving 
the proposition that the United States 
should build the canal. 

Mr. Martin Amorous raised objection to 
the resolution on the ground that there 
had been ‘‘monkey business’’ around con- 
gress when the bill with this purpose in 
view had been introduced. He said that 
he favored the building of the canal by 

_ this government, but thought that the pub- 
lic might think the resolution in question

Major Hanson moved that the convention 
take up the matter of having an exhibit 
at the Cotton States and International ex- 
position the first thing at this morning’s 
session and the motion was carried unani- 
mously. 

President Charles Collier will appear be- 
fore the convention on behalf of ‘the Cot- 
ton States and International exposition 
and will tell what the exposition company 
will be willing to do in the matter of giving 
space and police protection on the grounds. 

It is thought that the manufacturers 
will combine in the undertaking and that 
they will have a splendid exhibit on the 
grounds of the great fair. 

The Constitution Adopted. 


The report of the committee on constitu- 
tion appointed at the torenoon session was 
made by Colonel Robertson, chairman. 

He made a little taik on the line of the 
report and showed that the manufacturers 
needed but few stipulations in the general 
constitution as to the regulation of the or- 


ganization. 

After considerable discussion on the pro- 
posed constitution submitted by Coluunel 
J. W. Robertson, chairman of the com- 
mittee on constitution, the following was 
agreed to: 

‘Article 1. This association shall be called 
the Georgia Assoviation of Manufact- 
urers. 

“Article 2. The objects of this association 
Shall be to advance the interests of its 
members, and to promote manufacturing 
in Georgia. 

“Article 3. Any corporation, firm or in- 
dividual engagea In manufacturing in the 
State of Georgia may, at the discretion 
of the committee on membership, become 
a member of this assoctation. 

“Article 4. The officers of this association 
shall consist of a president and two vice 
presidents, a treasurer and a secretary, 
Said officers to be elected annually by the 
regular conventions of the association. 

“Article 5. The executive committee shall 
consist of the officers of this association, 
the chairman of its standing committees 
and five members to be elected annually 
by the convention. The executive commit- 
tee shall have entire charge of the busi- 
intervals 
between the regular meetings of the asso- 
ciation, and shall be subject to the call 
of the president of the association, who 
Shall preside over its meetings. 

“Article 6. The incoming president of the 
assccietion shall appoint at each annual 
convention, the following standing com- 
mittees, each committee to consist of five 
members, three of whom shall be from the 
same locality: Committee on_ statistics 
and publication, committee on legislation, 
committee on transportation, committee 
on insurance, committee on membership 
and committee on industrial and technical 
education. 

“Article 7. The incoming president of the 
association shal! appoint the following 
spectal committees which shall consist of 
three members each.: Committee on cotton 
and wool manufactures, on lumber, on cot- 
ton seed, on tron, wood manufactures, 
fertilizers, brick, whose duties shall be to 
investigate questions bearing upon their 
_— industries and report to the presi- 
dent. 

“Asticle 8 All matters demanding ad- 
justment, whether in the interests of the 
association or its individual members, shall 
be referred to the proper standing com- 
mittee and such committee shall report 
its proceedings to the president cf the as- 
sociation for confirmation. 

“Article 9. This association shall meet 
annually in convention, the tme and place 
of convention to be fixed by the executive 
committee. 

“Article 10. The president may call a 
special meeting at any time upon the writ- 
ten request of twenty members of the as- 
sociation. 

“Article 11. Each corporation, firm or in- 
dividual on becoming a member of this 
association shall contribute (——) dollars 
and a like sum annually so long as said 
membership shall continue. 

“Article 12. This constitution may be al- 
tered or amended at any regular meeting 
of the association by a mfjority vote of 
the members present.” 


RESOLUTIONS REPORTED. 

The Following Report of the Commit- 
tee on Resolutions Was Adopted. 
The committee to which was referred 

the several resolutions introduced at the 
morning session of the convention, with in- 
structions to report upon the same, and 
to formulate a series of resolutions em- 
bodying the principles and purposes of the 
organization, begs leave to report as fol- 
lows: 

‘We recommend the adoption by the as- 
sociation of the following objects as the 
basis of its organization and work: 

The collection, compilation and dis- 
tribution of reliable statistics and special 
information regarding the progress and 
possibilities of manufacturing in Georgia. 

“)? The education of the producer to an 
intelligent knowledge of the fact that the

It was decided to leave this blank in the 
constitution until this morning’s session, a 
committee consisting of Messrs. DeLoach, 
Hanson, Amorous, Schlessinger and Seals 
being appointed to take charge of the mat- 
ter and report to this morning’s session.

This committee will meet this morning 
and make report of nominations for all the 
places that are to be filled. 

The resolueion introduced by Mr. W. W. 
Williamson, of Savannah, at the forenoon 
session, urging that a change should be 
made in the state constitution so as to 
allow the various cities to exempt certain 
enterprises as may be desired from taxa- 
tion was adopted _.by the convention. 

An invitation was received and accepted 
to visit the Georgia Technological school 
during the progress of the convention. 

The convention will meet this morning at 
10 o’clock. 

Banquet Tonight. 

The banquet tonight will be the most 
enjoyable part oft iTe convention. 

It will be a royal feast and all the man- 
ufacturers from the state at large will roll 
’em high in revelry. 

Mr. Martin Amorous, the toastmaster, has 
prepared the following list of toasts to be 
responded to during the evening:

But at Times During the Day Was 
Weak. 

Chicago, May 7.—To Bradstreet’s agency 
wheat was indebted for a gain of about 
1 cent in the price today. There was 
strength at the opening and at the close, 
with the interval ‘irregular, presenting 
reat weakness at one time. Speculators 
allowed themselves to be guided by a 
rehash of some statistics on the available 
supply, published by Bradstreet’s some time 
ago, at the opening of business, also re- 
ferring to the state report of Kansas which 
gave a reduction in acreage and a poor 
condition of the winter crop, as an en- 
couraging document. A sharp advance 
took place immediately, but the offerings 
grew very heavy, two or three large com- 
mission houses selling freely, evidently 
fur Armour. It was at this time that great 
weakness developed. About noon the 
statement of a decrease of 4,104,000 bushels 
in the world’s available stocks, by Brad- 
street’s, changed the course of the mar- 
ket and from that to until the close, shorts 
were made very uncomfortable. July 
opened from 62%@62%, sold between 615% 
and 61446158, closing at 63'44@61%4—lc higher 
than vesterday. In the sample branch of 
the market, sales averaged Ic lower than 
yesterday, but the nominal close was rela- 
tively firm with the futures. 

Corn remained in the firm position it 
has occupied of late. There was but little 
wavering in the upward course, the only 
recessions being occasioned by the tem- 
porary weakness in wheat. The cash de- 
mand was good, sales at yesterday’s fig- 
ures to 4c advance on them taking place. 
July corn opened at from 4914@49%, ad- 
vanced to 505s, closing at the top—l1%@l'éc 
higher than yesterday. 

VUats—The oats market dragged through 
the session. The inclination was to follow 
wheat, the late improvement in the price 
of that grain causing a slight appreciation. 
No importarece attached to the business 
at any time, however. July cats closed 
%c higner than yesterday. Cash oats were 
easy to steady. 

Provisions—A very moderate improvement 
was noticeable in product as the session 
neared the close, which was very likely 
due to the advance in wheat. ‘At the open- 
ing and for the greater portion of the day, 
very little business was transacted, the 
ruling tone being weak, the relation of 
provisions to the hog market being the 
reason for the depression. The close was 
unchanged from yesterday for July pork 
and July Jard, and 2% cents lower for July 
ribs.

Lamson Bros. & Co.’s Grain Letter. 
By Private Wire to J. C. Knox, Manager. 

Chicago, May 7.—The bullish Kansas state 
crop report, received this morning and @ 
natural reaction from the decline of yes- 
tedray, were responsible for the strength 
in wheat at the opening, prices ranging 
on an average %c higher than last evening. 
This report fully confirms private dispatches 
received from numerous sections in that 
state regarding the poor condition of win- 
ter wheat, caused from the dry weather, 
St. Louis, also, is sending advices. from 
southern Missouri to the effect that the 
crop is in a precarious condition. _ Local 
scalpers who sold short yesterday and re- 
mained on their lines over night, were free 
buyers early, but their wants were freely 
supplied by offerings, supposed to have 
come from prominent large traders. In the 
absence of outside support prices gave 
way under selling, declining fully 1 cent a 
bushel from the high point. There was a 
momentary reaction of %c, but the market 
seemed too heavy to sustain any advance 
and prices again broke “sc from that point, 
remaining weak until the close when cables 
received, reporting Berlin 1 to 14 marks 
higher from drought in Germany, checked 
the decline and caused sharp buying by lo- 
cal traders, notwithstanding the fact that 
Paris was quoted l0@2v, and Antwerp Z 
centimes lower, Later New York advices 
reported goud sales of cash wheat to g0 
direct ta, Berlin, Bradstreet’s made a de- 
crease east and west of the Kockies, of 
4,600,000 and a decrease in the world’s visi- 
ble of 4,100,000. On this news values regain- 
ed all the early decline, part of which was 
almost instantly lost but soon regained 
again. The feeling at the close seems 
quite strong, a renewal! of cash business 
being an important factor. 

Corn has been strong all the _ session, 
showing a sharp advance when the feeling 
in wheat became firm. The Kansas state re- 
port was a little bearish, but there seems 
to be good buying in the market. 

Provisions have been dull but steady, We 
believe the decline wili bring buying or- 
ders for lard, both for foreign and domestic 
consumption, and think we have seen the 
low price tor a time. 


The Cereal Situation. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

There has been another week of active 
speculaticn and wide fluctuation in wheat. 
Commission houses did a good business. 
It is very gratifying to note the change 
which has come over brokers’ offices. In- 
stead,.of the air of desertion which these 
wore previous to the revival of activity. in. 
th ain markets there are now present in 
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each one dally a group of busy speculators, 
big and little. aturally the brokers feel 
elated, not only because of their increased 
commission business, but by reason of the 
fact that their customers for about the 
first time in two years have made prolits 
instead of losses. The following conipares 
western receipts of grain last week with 
those of the week before and the corre- 
sponding period a year ago:

The specylative situation is not quite as 
strong as it was a week ago, but the bull 
market is not Over. Prices cannot rise 
every day. Early last week they had very 
lively byiges, reaching the best level since 
they started up. \Of course, the large 
bulis availed themselves of an excellent 
opportunity to secure profits on those bulges 
and the latter were followed by reactions, 
Moreover, the short interest had been 
largely eliminated, depriving the market of 
a very effective buying power. The reac- 
tions were sharp, natural and healthy, and 
on the market’s weak days it should still 
be safe to buy wheat. The trade has been 
so accustomed duriag the past few months 
to fifty-cent wheat talk that sixty-four-cent 
wheat Touxs Gear. Yet onty two years ago 
the latter price would have been regarded 
as impossible, while three years back the 
talk was mostly about dollar wheat. It 
will be seen from this how much margin 
there is for a further rise. Mo one expects 
a return of the high prices of old times; 
but there ought not to be much danger on 
the bull side with July wheat in this city 
under 70 cents. 

AS we have said, there was a lively spec- 
ulation last week and wide fluctuations. 
The first three days the bulls had the best 
speculative argument; the last three, bears 
took an inning. The bull arguments were 
a big decrease in the visible supply and a 
splendid cash demand. Of the latter condi- 
tion there is more talk in the west than in 
the east, If the demand keeps up, the visi- 
ble supply must go down, anderapidly. Mill- 
ers all the week were heavy buyers, due 
to better trade conditions. It was the first 
time that the millers had plucked up cour- 
age to stock up in the old-fashioned way, 
or as in normal times before the panic. The 
foregoing was about all the really important 
material available in the way of bull ar- 
guments. Bears had a greater variety of 
reasons. The most important of these was 
distinct improvement in the crop situation. 
While news on this score was generally 
conflicting, there seems to be no doubt but 
that the week gave agriculture a fresh 
impetus. Rains were general and sufficient. 
They were needed, however, in most of 
the winter wheat states and came in the 
nick of time. They revived the crop. In tbe 
spring wheat sections. which crop was just 
starting, they improved an already excel- 
lent situation. That also is true of the 
corn belt. Planting of that crop progresseu 
under favorable conditions, which were 
made more favorable by the rains. Receipts 
increased. This was due partly to better 
prices and in part to the fact that farmers 
were rounding up their spring work and 
had more time in which to market their 
products. The export business reported at 
the seaboard was light. Coming to the 
shipments of wheat from other countries 
than the United States, there is more bear- 
ish material. The total last week from 
Russia, Argentina. India and other coun- 
tries was nearly 5,750,000 bushels and the in- 
crease over the week preceding was 1,250,000 
bushels. Under this influence foreign mar- 
kets, after showing considerable strength, 
reacted and were, at the close, rather 
heavy. 

Corn and oats sympathized with wheat. 
There was a good movement of both cereals. 
Corn showed considerable strength in spite 
of good crop advices, and on its weak days 
Should be bought, as it will probably feel 
the crop shortage more keenly from now on 
than it has done before. Oats are too high, 
but will probably sympathize with corn. 
Receipts of hogs have not verified predic- 
tions of scarcity, but products look like a 
purchase on reactions.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


FEx-Governor Hubbard of Texas is enthu- 
Siastic over the exposition and out at his 
Texas home is giving the enterprise his 
aid.’ in a recent talk with a representative 
of The DaHNas News and Galveston News 
he said: : 

“While in Atlanta, Ga., early in April I 
was invited by the president and the offi- 
cers, together with Governor Northen and 
other prominent Georgians; to visit the ex- 
position park. 1 was surprised at the mag- 
nitude of the plans and buildings even then 
in an advanced state of construction. <A 
‘bird’s eye view’ recalls (of course on a 
smaller scale) the world’s Columbian expo- 
sition at Chicago in 1893. It will be on a 
grander plan a long ways than the Mid- 
Winter exposition at San Francisco in the 
Winter of i883 and 1894. It will exceed the 
great Cotton States exposition in New Or- 
leans of 1884 and 1885, and easily rank next 
to the Chicago world’s fair. Great build- 
ings as at Chicago for manufacturing, ag- 
riculture and horticulture, mining and 
electricity and fine arts—in a word, for all 
the exhibitions of the great industries and 
arts and products of the south are being 
erected. 

‘The letter to me of the president of the 
‘xpasition published recently in The News 
expressed an earnest desire that Texas, in 
ull respects the greatest of the. states of 
our Southland, should be represented, not 
only by large delegations of her: people, 
but especially by an exhibit worthy of the 
wonderful productions and varied resources 
of the state. The exposition offered and 
proposed to give to Texas ample space in 
the proper departments free for her exhib- 
its, or to set apart one of the most eligible 
and “beautiful spots for the erection of a 
separate ‘Texas building’ for the same pur- 
pose. 1 find that nearly all the southern 
States east of the Mississippi river have al- 
ready spoken for space in the main build- 
ings and many of them will erect suitable 
state buildings, as at Chicago.”’ | 

Being asked what he thought would be 
the effect of such an exhibit by Texas, he 
readily replied that it would be, in his opin- 
jon, of far more benetit to Texas than a 
similar. exhibit would have been at the 
Centennial or at Chicago, at neither of 
Which were we represented, as we all 
Know with regret. From the southern 
States, from Virginia to Louisiana, Texas, 
in the past and in the future, has drawn 
and will draw the most homogeneous of her 
population—accustumed to similar indués- 
tries and agriculture and linked by indissol- 
uble bonds and traditions of kinship, of 
common sacrifices and sorrows, of a heroic 
history. 

“From Virginia and Missouri and Mary- 
land and Kentucky and Tennessee and the 
Carolinas and Georgia and Alabama and 
Mississippi and Louisiana in the last fifty 
years have come three-fourths, as the Uni- 
ted States census shows, of the population 
of Texas. This is one main reason, com- 
bining business and blood, why the greatest 
of the southern sisterhood of states should 
be at Atlanta to show her ‘kith and kin’ 
what a wonderful commonwealth in mate- 
rial products and resources their kindred 
for half a century has contributed to make 
and build grandly in the far west. 

“Texas don’t propose to proselyte, but 
she will mean by such an exhibit to offer 
inducements of richer and cheaper lands, a 
‘world’ of it, too, and a climate mild all 
the year around, and a welcome so genial 
and genuine that may be felt, but never 
expressed in words. So that those of the 
many hundreds of thousands who will be 
there and who will or may make up their 
minds to come to some part of the south- 
west may be there induced to cast their 
fortunes with Texas.” 

“What plan do you propose, governor, wf 
getting up and sending such an exhibit?” 
asked the reporter. 

“T have no plans of my own to suggest. 
With deference, however, I would second 
the proposition I have heard made, and 
that is for all the real estate associations 
of the state, deeply interested as they are 
in immigration, and the various state and 
district and county fairs and horticultural 
expositions which meet at Dallas, Waco, 
Fort Worth, Tyler, or wherever existing, 
to call a meeting at some early day, and 
all the railroad companies of Texas should 
join, of course, in this convention, and 
then discuss and adopt a practical plan of 
operation for sending such an exhibit. Let 
our leading daily and weekly papers urge 
it at once and continuously, and if so Tex- 
as will be there. We should not miss this 
last golden opportunity to place Texas 
nobly by the side of her southern sister 
states.” 


Judge J. M. Griggs, of Terrell county, is 
in Atlanta for a few days’ recreation, 
Judge Griggs is one of the most prominent 
and popular of the public men of Georgia 
and it is highly probable that he will be 
in the race for congress from the second 
district next time. 

“TT am in politics now,” said Judge Griggs 
yesterday to a Constitution representative 
who saw him at the Kimball, “but if.

If 
I were not on the bench, however, I would 
not hesitate to say right now that I am in 
favor of the free coinage of silver, 1 was 
one of the members of the Georgia delega- 
tion at the last national convention at 
Chicago, and voted for the Patterson 
amendment declaring in unequivocal terms 
for the free and unlimited coinage of silver, 
and that amendment would have been 
adopted had it not been for the assurance 
that the platform, as already reported by 
the committee, meant that very thing. 1 
do not think it wise, however, to take anv 
chances and the error of evasion has al- 
ready been demonstrated. Our people have 
already had enough experience with the 
single gold standard to show the justice of 
the demand fora change.” P 

From all parts of the state Judge Griggs 
is being highly compiimented on the aa- 
mirable manner in which he presided in 
the final hearing of the Georgia Southern 
and Florida case.

New York, May 7.—Several days age The 
Constitution announced that Judge Pardee 
had authorized the receivers of the Geor- 
gia Central to borrow money for thirty 
days with which to pay off the floating 
debt. The floating debt now amounts to 
$5,294,269, with interest. It fell due on July 
1, 1893, but has been extended from time to 
time. The debt carries interest at 6 per cent 
and % per cent commission. The creditors 
have several times threatened to sell the 
collaterals unless the loans were paid. 
The receivers know that it is important for 
the Central road to retain the stocks and 
bonds in order to maintain the integrity of 
the system. The money can be borrowed 
and lenders subrogated to the rights of the 
present creditors under the floating debt. 

The time for depositing the Savannah and 
Western bonds under the bondholders’ pro- 
tective agreement without penalty. has been 
extended to June 10th next.

Andersonville Cemetery Will Not Remain 
Open if Trouble Threatens. 


THAT IS CAPTAIN CLEM’S ORDER 


Colonel Kellogg Will Leave Thursday for 
Memphis—Other News from 
Fort McPherson. 


Captain Clem, of the United States army, 
who is in charge of all the federal ceme- 
teries in this division, has taken steps re- 
garding the threatened trouble at Ander- 
sonville. 

On Monday a long petition was sent to 
Governor Atkinson asking that he send 
troops to Andersonville on Decoration Day 
as it was feared that the trouble of last 
year might be repeated. 

This petition, which was a lengthy ore, 
Was signed by Mayor B. L. Joiner, of An- 
dersonville, and the city council, as well as 
by a number of prominent citizens. In tne 
petition it was stated how the marshal of 
Andersonville was shot last year when his 
prisoners were taken away from him by 
a drunken mob of negroes. 

On Decoration Day a large number of 
negroes go to Andersonville, and as whisky 
is usually afloat, there is frequently sericus 
trouble threatened. It is to avoid this t:ou- 
ble that the petition was sent to Governor 
Atkinson. Governor Atkinson has refused 
to order out the militia untilit appears that 
the sheriff of Sumter and a posse comitatus 
cannot control the crowd. 

In the meantime Captain Clem has com- 
municated with the superintendent of the 
federal cemetery at Andersonville and has 
ordered him to close the cemetery on Dec- 
oration Day if there is any threat of trou- 
ble. He has also written to the Grand Army 
post at Macon, which has obtained permis- 
sion to visit Andersonville, asking that the 
post help preserve order if need be. 

Decoration Day at Marietta. 

The scene at Marietta on Decoration Day 
will be decidedly inspiring. There will be 
a large attendance. 

Of the United States troops at Fort Mc- 
Pherson, Company G and Company A have 
been ordered to go to the federal cemetery 
at Marietta. Captain Romeyn is in ccm- 
mand of Company G, and Captain Randall 
commands Company A. 

The fuil regimental band has also been 
ordered to Marietta. This adds quite a 
feature to the occasion. It is very likely, 
also, that there will be a company from 
the Gate City Guard to attend the deco- 
ration cf the graves at Marietta. 

To the Memphis Encampment. 

Colonel Kellogg, of the Fifth infantry, 
will ‘eave Thursday for Memphis, where 
he goes to take commard. He was de- 
tailed by the war department to look after 
the encampment and will be in full charge. 

With Colonel Kellogg will go two coni- 
panies from Fcrt McPherson. The com- 
panies ordered to Memphis are Companies 
E and H. Company E is in charge of Cap- 
tain Bowen and Captain Bailey commands 
Compary H. Two companies have also 
been ordered from St. Louis to the encamp- 
ment.

SaysShe Was Driven Away from Home, 
and Detained Against Her Will.

The young man wWas mad and gave vent 
to his raging ire in language interspersed 
with flaming expletives. His fair companh- 
ion was sad and her large black eyes, in- 
flamed with much weeping, told of the deep 
mortification which the unexpected termina- 
tion of her prospects and the presence ol 
police officers causer her to feel. 

At the station house there was a serious 
charge entered against the young man, 
while Miss Allen was allowed to remain :n 
the office of Chief ConnoHy until the com- 
ing of her mother, whose grief was great. 

Sobbing convulsively, the daughter threw 
herself into the trembling arms of the old 
woman and gave an account of her griev- 
ance so feelingly that the ire of the mother 
rose high. 

Her side of the sensational story makes 
the case for Johnson serious. 

Will Johnson is a fellow of handsome ap- 
pearance with a dashing, reckless look. Ac- 
cording to the story of Miss Allen, he had 
been coming to see her for some time, but 
she had no idea that his attentions were 
of a serious nature, Sunday morning he 
called and asked that she accompany him 
to church, She consented and the pair left 
the home of. the young lady, on Cherry 
street, and went at once to church, where 
they. remained until services were dismiss- 
ed. It was quite warm and the young lady 
says that when Johnson proposed a car- 
riage ride that ghe at once accepted. ‘The 
carriage was ordered*and he instructed the 
driver to go in the direction of the bar- 
racks. When they had driven several miles 
the young lady says that she asked to re- 
turn, as she wished to get home in time for 
dinner, but Johnson insisted that they £0 
farther and informed her that it was his 
intention to drive all the afternoon. She ob- 
jected strongly, but he told the driver to 
go on, and directed him to a house some- 
where in the country, near the barracks.

“T’ll just fix this all right when it comes 
to trial. Then the truth of the matter will 
be shown.”

WILL CONFER TODAY 


Mr. Baldwin, of the Southern, Will Take 
Up Terminal Issues, 


WILL PROBABLY CLOSE EVERY DEAL 


Meeting of the Executive Board of the 
Southern States Passenger Associa- 
tios—Other Railroad News. 


Mr. W. H. Baldwin, Jr., third vice presi- 
dent of the Southern railway, arrived in 
the city yesterday by appointment and will 
spend several days here closing the ar- 
rangements for the planting of the exposi- 
tion terminals of the Southern, 

He will probably have conferences with 
the exposition directors today and make 
the final decision that will settle what has 
been a somewhat perplexing question tor 
so many weeks and days, 

It is also probable that Mr. Baldwin and 
Mr. Scott, general manager of the Geor- 
gia railroad, will have a conference some 
time during the day, as there has been 
some little delay in the closing arrange- 
menrats between the Southern and the Geor- 
gia with respect to the exact location of 
the exposition depot the Southern will have 
in the city. 

It is known that the exposition trains will 
be operated on a double line from town to 
the exposition gates, and it has been prac- 
tically settled just where and how the 
trains will approach the grounds, All this 
was determined by the first agreement be- 
tween the exposition authorities and the 
oflicials of the Southern, but there has 
been some hitch between the Southern and 
the Georgia as to exactly where the city ce- 
pot shall: be located, 

It is the purpose of the Southern to have 
its trains leave the city just.beyvond the 
rear of the Markham house, ard about 
where they used to leave on the o/d Rich- 
mond and Danville to the Piedmunt ex- 
positions in the past.

PLANTING GOES ON. 


The Crops All Over the State Are in 
Good Condition. 


REPORT FROM THE WEATHER BUREAU 


Mr. C. 8. Gorgas, in the Absence of the 
Director, Has Prepared the Report. 
A Good Showing: 


Indications received at the weather bu- 
reau show a~ healthy ‘condition of the 
crops in all parts of the state. 

The rainfall has been moderate and the 
farmers have had good opportunities for 
planting corn and cotton. 

In the absence of Mr. Hunt, the director 
of the weather bureau, the following re- 
port has been prepared by Mr. C. 8S. Gor- 
eas: | 

“With an ample supply of rainfall and 
heat the weather of the past week has, as 
a whole, been very favorable for the Geor- 
gia planter and his crops. Except a few 
complaints of the ravages of cut aad bud 


worms and blight in pears, reports from . 


different parts of the state indicate a gen- 
erally satisfied feeling on the part of all 
farmers. In the most southerly counties 
cotton is well advanced and chopping is 
in progress, but further to the north the 
entire crop has not yet been planted. 
Corn will, no doubt, again be a large crop 
for the state. 
Northwest Section. 

“In the northwest section the past week 
has been very favorable in nearly all lo- 
calities. The weather has been warm 
and light showers have been general. Re- 
porters in Dade, Paulding and Floyd coun- 
ties complain of having rain accompanied 
by hail on the 2d, which did considerable 
damage by washing the soil and injuring 
plants above the ground. Cotton and corn 
planting is finished, or nearly finished. 
The early planting is up, the stands are 
good, and both crops are being worked. 
Wheat is heading nicely. Spring oats are 
good. Gardens are late but doing well. 
Strawberries are being marketed, the quall- 
ty is fine and the yield large. 

North Section. 

‘“‘Advices from the north section of the 
state are of the most encouraging nat- 
ure. The weather during the past week 
has been all that the farmer could desire, 
and all crops are growing nicely. Almost 
all the cotton has been planted; very lit- 
tle, howevery is up as yet, but what little 
is above ground is in good condition. Up- 
land corn is up, and is being worked. The 
stands are genéfally good. Bottom land 
corn has not all been planted. Potato 
slips are coming up, and some will be set 
out the next rain. Gats and wheat continus 
to improve, and if the good seasons con- 
tinue they will yield a fair crop. Gardens, 
although a little late, were never in better 
condition, and the prospect for an im- 
mense fruit crop still continues excellent. 

Northeast Section. 

this section heavy rains fell the 
threg aays af the week, making the 
ground too.vwet for working. As a result 
farmers have been placed several days 
further behind with their crops. The plant- 
ing of both cotton and corn will soon be 
finished. Stands are good and the plants 
are looking very well, but several com- 
plain of a heavy crop of grass coming up 
in the cotton fields. Wheat is poo, but is 
beginning to joint. Spring oats are looking 
very well. Melons are up and growing well. 
Gardens are good. Some complain of the 
young apples falling off, but the prospect 
for all kinds of fruit remains good. - 

West Section. 

“Plenty of sunsnine with good showers 
characterized the weather conditfons of 
west Georgia during the past week, The 
warm days and nights have been very ben- 
eficial and all young crops are growing very 
rapidly, Corn looks well and is being work- 
ed the first time; the stands are reported 
as good, Cotton is in good condition; that 
first planted is a perfect stand and ready 
for the plow, Chopping has commenced in 
some sections, and a few farmers com- 
plain of the ravages of the bud worm. Oats 
and wheat, although thin and poor in some 
localities, are improving and will yield fair 
crops. Gardens are in first-class conditign, 
and potato slips are being set out. Al} fait 
in this section is in excellent condition, 

Central Section. 

‘Reports from the central section show 
the past week to have been warm with 
numerous local showers. Over @ large area 
the rainfall has been heavy enough to “de- 
lay plowing for a couple of days. But alto- 
gether the week has been a very encour- 
aging one to farmers. But a small amount 
of corn and cotton has yet to be planted 
The early planting of both crops is up, be- 
ing worked and is growing nicely, Sugar- 
cane is up and is a fair stand, Some rice 
is being planted this season, Melon vines 
are doing well. Bugs are injuring cucumber 
vines. With the exception of: pears, which 
are a failure or nearly so, the fruit crop 
still promises an unusually large yield. 

East Section. 

“In the eastern tier of counties the weath- 
er of the past week has been favorable 
for crops. With an ample supply of rainfall 
vegetation has grown rapidly and farmers 
have few complaints to make, except that 
gardens are being injured in some localities 
by cutworms, and’ bud and cut worms have 
been at work on corn. Cotton is coming up; 
generally with good stands. A small part 
of the cotton crop has not yet been planted, 
but planters are rushing the operation to- 
ward completion, Sorghum is up with a 
good stand, Spring oats look nice and 
healthy, Blight appears to be creating 
havoc with apples and pears, and it is 
feared that the crops will be entirely de- 
stroyed. Peaches and other fruit still con- 
tinue to flourish. Watermelons are growing 
nicely, and it is believed a large crop will 
be marketed this year. 

’ Southwest Section. 

‘The past week has been a model one for 
farm work in the southwest counties of the 
state. Showers occurred during the week 
but no general rains were reported. Corn 
has most all been plowed out and cotton 
chopping is now the order of the day. Corn 
is of good color and growing nicely, al- 
though a little small for the season. Cot- 
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ton is being plowed and the stands are 
good. Oats are beginning to head out, but 
very low, and the stand is only middling. 
Cane in some localities is not coming to 
good; on account of the cold winter cane 
seed was damaged. Gardens are in excel- 
lent shape. Irish potatoes are in bloom and 
Sweet potatoes are being set out. Ground 
peas have about all been planted and are 
coming up. Watermelon vines are looking 
fine, and the vines are from one to two 
and a half feet long. Fruit of all kinds, 
ascent pears, is abundant. Peach trees are 
overloaded, while the pears are somewhat 
blighted. 


Southern Section. 


“The rainfall in the soutn section has not 
been evenly distributed. Some parts have 
had a little too much and others none at 
all; in the latter case rain is now needed. 
The temperature has been very seasouable. 
At present the condition of the cotton crop 
is a little discouraging. ‘The stand is poor 
or only fair. Some nave haa to replant, 
others to plant over. Some complain of 
the piant dying out and a great many fields 
are very grassy. Chopping is now the 
order of the day. The stand of corn is good 
and the piant looks weil, thougn small, 
Some helas on the lowlands are veing de- 
stroyeda by drill worms. Sugarcane 1s up to 
a good stand. There is some compuiaint of 
a poor stand of ground peas. Gardens are 
fine. Rice l00K8 well. Melon vines are 
growing nicely. The fruit prospect § con- 
tinues excellent except pears, which are a 
failure on account of blight. 

Southeast Section. 


“In this part of the state tnere was too 
much rain and farm work was delayed. 
Cotton is up and chopping is in progress. 
Potatoes are being set out. Corn is well 
advanced, and some tarmers have worked 
it the second time. Kice 1s coming up and 
the stands are good. Many compiaints are 
made of DAgNt on pears, put piums, peacnes 
and other fruits are in excellent condition 
and will be a heavy crop, Melons aic up 
and growing nicely. 


Legisliating for Creditocs. 
From The Nashville American, 

One of the stock arguments of the gold 
monometallists is this: ‘Increase tne 
amount of money by effecting the free coin- 
age of silver and you lower the value of 
money, and enable the debtor to pay his 
debt at a reduced rate. In other words you 
enable the debtor to swindle the creditor.” 

Now if this be true its converse is nec 
essarily true, In other words, if the cur- 
rency is contracted it enables the creditor 
to get more out of the debtor than tne 
latter expected to pay; in short, a contrac- 
tion of the currency allows the creditor te 
swindle the debtor. This proposition is 
logically unassailable, and its truth can be 
easily demonstrated. Take the cotton plan- 
ter for instance, Whatever money he has 
he must put up cotton for. If money is very 
plentiful he may get 10 cents a pound for 
it. If he can get $100 a bale for his cotton 
he can pay a $100 debt with one bale of it. 
But let us suppose that there has been a 
contraction of the currency, money neces- 
sarily is enhanced in value. Under this 
state of affairs we will assume that $10U 
will buy two bales of cotton, The planter 
will, therefore, have to put up two bales 
of cotton to meet his obligation. 

If, therefore, to expand the currency 1S 
to swindle the creditor, to contract the cur- 
rency is to swindle the debtor. There can 
be no doubt that our curreney is now un- 
dergoing a contracting process, and as this 
was accomplished under the influence Ol 
Wall street it is evident that it was brought 
about in the interest of the creditor class.

PORT ROYAL, 8. C., GETS THE PLANT 


But the Business Will All Be Transacted 
in This City—Delinted Cottonand the 
Various Products To Be Exported. 


The headquarters of a new industry will 
soon be located in this city. 

This emphasizes the fact that Atlanta is 
daily forcing her way to the front as the 
leading manufacturing center of the south. 

The industry that now claims the atten- 
tion of the public is the Planters’ Cotten 
Seed Company. It has been organized by 
a number of leading business men of this 
city for the purpose of dealing in cotton 
seed and the various products made there- 
from. The plant will be located at Port 
Royal, S. C., but the business headquart- 
ers will be in this city. It is necessary for 
the plant to be located near a seaport in 
order to facilitate the exportation of the 
products manufactured. 

Plants will also be located at Brunswick, 
Savannah, New Orleans and Galveston, in 
connection with the American Manufactur- 
ing and Export Company. 

The company has received license from 
Mr. O. T. Bugg, the president of the 
American Manufacturing and Export Com- 
pany, to use all their patents on the ma- 
Chinery used in the delinting process. 

Mr. E. Van Winkie, of this city, who will 
be connected with the enterprise, and whose 
general knowledge and experience in the 
cotton seed manufacturing business fer a 
number of years back makes him good 
authority on all subjects relating to cotton 
Seed, has carefully examined into the de- 
linting process and says that all the mills 
in the country will have to add this pro- 
cess to their plants. Instead of, as now, 
making an average of 740 pounds of meal 
from a ton of cotton seed, they can make 
from 1,40 to 1,500 pounds and not reduce 
the present average yield in oil. 

There seems to be no practical limit to 
the possibilities of this industry. Products 
manufactured from cotton seed can be used 
for food, both for man and beast, for me- 
chanical purposes, for the arts, for replen- 
ishing the soil, for making paper, alcohol 
and rubber, for illuminating oils, salad oils, 
SOap stocks, butter and lard, liner 
paints and for stock feeding. For yuick 
fattening and dairy feed, cotton seed meal 
and hulls have no equal. In Texas, the 
Breat cattle raising section, 75 per cent of 
all the cattle are fattened for market on 
cotton seed meal and hulls, steers naving 
been known to take on in flesh from eight 
to ten pounds a day. No other food is used 
except when cotton seed meal ‘and hulls 
cannot be obtained. The average feed per 
head is 800 pounds of meal and 2,000 pounds 
of hulls. This will feed the average steer 
from ninety to one hundred days, and put 
him in the very best marketabie condition. 

The business of exporting will be 
one of the features of the Pianters’ Cot- 
ton Seed Company. The mills in Europe use 
only the black or lintless variety. This is 
principally for the reason that seed with 
lint attached to them will not bear trans- 
portation; they become heated and spoil in 
shipment. These seed are obtained chiefly 
from Egypt, and the sea island section of 
this country. The black seed, however, is 
inferior in oil producing quality. The up- 
land cotton being smovth and without lint 
attached to it will bear transportation and 
will prove desirable to European menu- 
lacturers. The cotton seed oil business 
started in Europe from the pressure of the 
black seed; but the oil produced from the 
American seed is of a much finer quality. 
Icxperience has demonstrated that cotton 
seed should be delinted in order to produce 
the best results. 

The outlook for the Planters’ Cotton Seed 
Company is most encouraging, and with 
the well known vim and business energy of 
tne gentlemen who are connected with it, 
the success of the enterprise is fully as- 
sured.
